Mad Dog 

Anaheim police K9 attack 
on baby in a stroller 
inches to trial 


N obody can deny Anaheim cops 

screwed up near the intersection of 
Anna Drive and La Palma Avenue 
on the evening of July 21,2012. Earlier that 
afternoon, bored officers, curious about a 
gathering of young 
Latino men, chased 
an unarmed Manuel 
Diaz, fatally shot 
him in the back of 
the head and took 
their time calling an 
ambulance. Officers 
then huddled in riot 
gear as a show of 
force against resi¬ 
dents, who’d lawfully 
assembled in protest 
of what they viewed 
as police brutality stemming from a chronic 
shoot-first-ask-questions-later mentality. 

The crowd of about 100 people yelled, 
complained to journalists and waved hand¬ 
made signs. A few of the protesters threw 
bottles and rocks at officers. Provoking even 
greater tension, a moron started a fire in a 
dumpster, and Anaheim PD’s whirly-bird 
crew flew obnoxiously low, providing an 
ominous war-zone soundtrack. 

And then the surreal happened. 

A puzzled Junior Lagunas, 19, who was 
an acquaintance of Diaz’s, heard the com¬ 
motion and arrived at the scene. With him 
was his girlfriend, Crystal Ventura; their 
16-month-old toddler in a stroller; and 
the baby’s grandmother, Yesenia Rojas. 
Unarmed, they posed no physical threat 
to the cops, but the police began firing 
weapons at them. Lagunas ducked, tried to 
protect his baby, saw officer Robert Lopez’s 
unrestrained K9 partner lunging at his child 
for an attack and blocked the mutt, which 
chomped its teeth into his forearm. Rojas 
ran to her son when she saw the attack 
and became target practice for Sergeant 
Michael Lynch, who shot the women three 
times with non-lethal but painful pepper- 
ball blasts. The victims later showed their 
wounds to camera crews from several Los 
Angeles TV news stations. 

In the wake of that public-relations disas¬ 
ter, then-police chief John Welter quickly 
manned up. “I want to personally apologize 
for the police dog incident,” said Welter, 
who claimed Lopez had failed to prop¬ 
erly secure the animal in a patrol car. “It’s 
embarrassing to us.” 

But that sentiment didn’t last. Police 
lawyers couldn’t do much to defend the dog 
bite, though they insisted the cops fired only 
at individuals who posed a risk to officer 
safety. So, Lagunas and his family had to hire 
legal representation and file a lawsuit for 
damages (including hospital and psycho¬ 
logical costs) inside Orange County’s Ronald 
Reagan Federal Courthouse. 

“The plaintiffs contend that their con¬ 


stitutional rights to freedom of speech and 
to peaceably assemble, as provided by the 
First Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States of America, were violated,” 
wrote Santa Ana-based lawyers Federico C. 
Sayre and Adam L. Salamoff. “The shooting 
at them and release of the police attack dog, 
when they had not committed any crimes, 
were unarmed and were not threatening 
harm to the police or any other persons, 
violated the Due Process Clause of the 14th 

Amendment of the U.S. Constitution_ 

State action designed to retaliate against and 
chill political expression strikes at the very 
heart of the First Amendment.” 

Late last month, U.S. District Court Judge 
Josephine L. Staton began final preparations 
for a scheduled July 22 jury trial. Staton, a 
graduate of Harvard Law School and a 2010 
appointee of President Barack Obama, has 
set aside four days for jurors to hear testi¬ 
mony and arguments. But a trial might be 
avoided. Sayre recently advised the judge, 
“We’ve had some fairly decent settlement 
discussions,” an assertion that was greeted 
with an affirmative head nod by Anaheim 
City Attorney Michael R.W. Houston. 

MAINSTREAM MEDIA CRACKS ON 
REGISTER BOSS 

Aaron Kushner, embattled publisher of The 
Orange County Register, probably assumed 
his recent interview with Larry Mantle, 
KPCC’s host of AirTalk, would be painless. 
As we’ve previously reported, members 
of the mainstream media have repeat¬ 
edly abandoned their cognitive powers to 
become squealing Kushner cheerleaders 
solely because he initially made grandiose 
promises of creating a journalistic utopia 
when the rest of the media world was 
steeped in layoffs and cutbacks. Never mind 
that one of his first steps was to quietly axe 
the company’s matching 401(k) retirement 
contributions to reporters. 


“Despite all the saccharine hype, Kush- 
ner’s 15-month rule at Grand Avenue 
demonstrates no point greater than that 
the 40-year-old businessman with a 
background in hawking greeting cards 
is a superb salesman whose ignorance of 
journalism only seems to fuel his rah-rah 
enthusiasm,” I observed on these pages in 
September 2013. 

Signs of Kushner’s incompetence have 
only continued to mount in the interven¬ 
ing nine months: a horribly expensive pay- 
wall that often made the Register unneces¬ 
sarily irrelevant; a juvenile focus on happy 
news and big photos of high-school club 
meetings; secret deals tying favorable 
news coverage for businesses that enter 
into advertising contracts; huge layoffs 
of veteran talent; and ill-advised expan¬ 
sion into Long Beach, Los Angeles and 
Riverside. Weekly editor Gustavo Arellano 
recently disclosed there will be manda¬ 
tory furloughs this summer at the Register 
and Kushner’s desperation sales pitches 
to attract investors. His reign is buried in 
such a financial mess he’s even trying to 
sell Reg headquarters in Santa Ana as well 
as other papers in the once-mighty Free¬ 
dom Communications chain. 

Given that ugly reality, Kushner’s 
appearance on Mantle’s June 4 broad¬ 
cast was, as we’ve become accustomed, 
another opportunity for him to happily 
declare all is well despite the iceberg 
dead ahead. “We’re highly confident that 
the team as it continues will be able to 
continue to deliver against our mission 
of community building,” he robotically 
uttered. “We invested in community 
building, not in print, not in digital. We 
invested in our communities.” 

The empty, vacuum-cleaner-salesman- 
like lines even alarmed the normally non- 
confrontational Mantle. “I have to say, if I 
worked for you, hearing your description 


and the lack of specifics, I’d be very nervous 
about the future,” he said near the conclu¬ 
sion of the 15-minute interview. 

But the mild confrontation failed to pierce 
Kushner’s armor. He noticeably didn’t 
address the assertion. Instead, he tersely 
punted, saying, “Any other questions?” 

Sure: You have no clue what you’re 
doing, do you? 

"SHREDDED" VAGINA JUDGE 
FACES VOTERS 

Four years after my 2008 report that 
Orange County Superior Court Judge 
Derek Johnson downplayed a savage 
Irvine rape a year earlier, the California 
Commission on Judicial Performance 
formally admonished him for mak¬ 
ing Neanderthal statements. Johnson 
ignorantly observed that the victim’s 
vagina hadn’t been “shredded” during 
the sexual assault, which, in his mind, 
undoubtedly meant the intercourse had 
been consensual. 

“If someone doesn’t want to have sexual 
intercourse, the body shuts down,” the 
judge opined on the record.

Peace Be 
With Tim 

Progressive activist Tim 
Carpenter left his mark

C lose pals and fellow Southern 
California progressives known 
as “Friends of Tim” remembered 
longtime activist Tim Carpenter through 
songs, stories and pledges to carry the 
left-leaning torch at a memorial in an 
Orange union hall Monday night. 

The red-haired Irish Catholic passed 
away April 28 in Massachusetts after 
a long battle with melanoma. He was 
55 and is survived by his wife, Barbara 
Considine, and their daughters, Sheila 
and Julia. 

It was protesting to shut down the 
San Onofre Nuclear Generating Station 
three decades ago that first plunged 
Carpenter into activism. Along the way, 
he made contacts with fellow progres¬ 
sives who’d go on to fight the good fight 
with him to the end. Some of them 
you’ve heard of: Jackson Browne, Mike 
Farrell and Tom Hayden. 

From Orange County, where his 
day job was schoolteacher, Carpenter 
fought against wars and poverty and 
for higher minimum wages and health 
care for all. After working on Dennis 
Kucinich’s 2004 presidential campaign, 
Carpenter and others from that team 
and Howard Dean’s wanted progressive 
issues to remain part of the national 
conversation. So they formed the Pro¬ 
gressive Democrats of America (PDA). 
Carpenter moved from Fullerton to 
Massachusetts to serve as the founding 
executive director, a title he kept until 
his death. 

PDA’s mission was the same as the Tea 
Party’s: use grassroots organizing to push 
an agenda. And as with the Tea Party, 
the PDA’s targets included Democrats 
in office. The first PDA meeting in Rox- 
bury, Massachusetts, drew the likes of 
Dean, Kucinich, Hayden, Jesse Jackson 
and Medea Benjamin, all of whom urged 
Democrats in and out of office to not 
abandon the party’s progressive roots. 

Though in poor health, Carpenter’s 
vision for his organization had not 
diminished by the time he gave the final 
remarks at a PDA fund-raiser in Los 
Angeles on June 1, 2013. 

“It’s not often you get to come home,” 
he told a crowd that included actors 
Lily Tomlin and James Cromwell. “I 
grew up behind the Orange Curtain, 
and as a young person 31 years ago, we 
began marching and calling attention to 
San Onofre, and as we are celebrating 
little victories tonight, San Onofre Unit 
2 is shut down indefinitely.” 

He went on to remind attendees 
what bound them together. “We are a 
community that believes, as you heard 
from the speakers tonight,” he said, 



“that a small group of dedicated people, 
working both inside and outside the 
political system, can bring about real 
change whether it be at the grassroots, 
whether it be at city council meetings 
or whether it be risking arrest or get¬ 
ting the president’s attention.... 

“We believe in working inside and 
outside the Democratic party as an 
insurgency.... Yes, we do love the 
Democrats, but we can do a whole lot 
better. We need to elect a progressive 
Democratic majority.” 

Hayden, writing May 1 about Carpen¬ 
ter’s passing on his website, TomHayden. 
com, reminded readers that his friend 
not only continued to campaign fiercely 
after acknowledging his death was near, 
but also tried to maintain a normal fam¬ 
ily life. 

“On Saturday night, it is said, Tim 
took his youngest daughter out for a 
steak dinner,” Hayden wrote. “Monday 
night, he was gone.” 

The activist—who drafted the Port 
Huron Statement, was a member of the 
Chicago Eight and served 18 years in 
the California legislature—found it fit¬ 
ting that Carpenter was being buried 
on May Day in western Massachusetts, 
calling him “one of a long line of Ameri¬ 
can revolutionary patriots fallen there. 

“If a monument ever is built to Tim, 
it should be dedicated to the Activist, 
the unknown soldier of peace,” Hayden 
wrote. “Tim was a rare combination of 
Catholic Worker, grape boycotter, the 
No Nukes resister, and constant cam¬ 
paigner for progressive and insurgent 
Democrats all along the way.”

ALISO VIEJO 

South County nith /i R_e/ility C heck 
If we’re using our trusty Ron Burgundy 
Spanish translator, the name Aliso Viejo 
roughly means “Suburbs On Xanax.” At 
least that’s what most of us think when 
we picture this peaceful, planned com¬ 
munity. Truth is, this is not a city for 
sleepers. Like to run, pedal and climb? 
The first thing you’ll wanna do is slither 
into your Tommie Copper spandex and 
hit the Aliso Creek Trail. This scenic 
corridor goes through many parks, with 
plenty of rest areas and kiosks providing 
information and recounting the area’s 
history. And considering this is one of the 
cleanest cities in OC, you can actually run 
without worrying too much about smog 
alerts—unless Newport Beach’s bluffs 
catch on fire. 

Pound for pound, this community of 
roughly 50,000 people might be the most 
nature-friendly city in OC. Even the local 
liberal-arts college, Soka University of 
America (1 University Circle St., 949-480- 
4000; www.soka.edu), is surrounded by 
so much green it’s like going to school 
in the fucking Shire. This dedication to 
maintaining beauty throughout the city 
gives the place character. 

At the same time, the average person 
won’t find it too rich to enjoy. If you don’t 
have a car, all the better. For one, it’s a 
pretty walkable city; you don’t need a 
Beemer to fit in—just a fresh pair of kicks. 


There are liquor stores here—yeah, big 
whoop, right? Well, try living in Irvine 
and walking from your house to get a six- 
pack sometime, and see how that works 
out. It’s also a place that understands 
value—at Aliso Creek Market & Deli 
(23411 Aliso Viejo Pkwy., 949-362-7505), 
you can get a bomb pastrami sandwich 
and fries for $3. Any vacationer looking 
to save some dinero can respect those 
Tijuana prices! 

If you’re looking for breakfast, Aliso is 
just close enough to make a trip to Ted's 
Place (23990 Aliso Creek Rd., Laguna 
Niguel, 949-831-0061; eatatteds.com), 
which is technically in Laguna Niguel. 
Whether you like breakfast burritos as 
big as your arm or chicken fried steak 
and eggs, this casual eatery is one of the 
great greasy spoons of South County. As 
for bars, Stadium Brewing Co. (26731 
Aliso Creek Rd., 949-448-9611; www. 
stadiumbrewing.com) goes above and 
beyond, offering dozens of rotating craft 
beers made in plain view of the custom¬ 
ers, with a sports-bar vibe and fine din¬ 
ing mixed in (must-try: pepper-crusted 
ahi tuna). 

One last thing that really helps us give 
Aliso a thumbs-up is the ethnic diversity. 
There’s actually more beige people than 
there are houses here ... blacks too! In 
fact, we kinda see Aliso as the Rancho 
Cucamonga of OC in that many working- 
class minorities started coming here 
in the mid-’90s to raise families when 
houses were affordable. Now that housing 
prices have skyrocketed, this really does 


seem to be a place where moving and 
movin’ on up seem to coincide. And hey, 
if you get burnt out on the place, you’re 
right at the center of the 73,133 and 5 
freeways—strap a surfboard to your car 
and go to the beach or something. 

ANAHEIM 

(—|0U/E OF bq ORE jH/4 N THE [^OU/E 

As OC’s largest city, Anaheim is full of 
dense urban sprawl, except for the hills 
and a little patch called Anaheim Coves 
(962 S. Rio Vista). Open since 2011, the 
1.5-mile trail is an easy way to get a 
healthy start to the lazy days of summer. 
With newly paved roads, Anaheim Coves 
is good for brisk walks, jogs and taking 
the kiddos out for a fun bike ride. Enjoy 
the view of the Burris Basin preserve 
from numerous observation points. Gone 
are the days of plain ol’ sand and rock, 
with natural plants such as sagebrush 
restoring the habitat. A bunny or two 
might even cross your path! 

Tourists from all over the world flock 
to Anaheim for adventures at the Disney¬ 
land theme parks. Soon, they’ll discover 
Mickey Mouse wears a kufiya just a 
few miles west. That’s the new strategy 
of Little Arabia, the city’s unofficial 
Middle Eastern enclave off Brookhurst 
Avenue, between La Palma and Katella 
avenues. As official designation of the 
ethnic region remains a mirage, the idea 
of busing visitors in from the resort area 
for lunch is warming up between tourist- 
economy officials and the mayor like a 
pita (or lavash) baking in a brick oven. 


More people will discover tastes long 
known to locals, whether they be delecta¬ 
ble pastries, Syrian dips or Lebanese lamb 
shanks. It’s a small world after all. 

The most inexcusably underused space 
in all of Anaheim is the Pearson Park 
Theatre (401 N. Lemon St., 714-765-5274). 
Built in 1933, the venue’s open-air seat¬ 
ing is perfect for enjoying the cool breeze 
after the blazing sunsets. The Summer 
Nights Under the Stars Family Shows 
and Concert Series is the one time good 
programming is regularly scheduled for 
the theater. This year, the city promises 
ballet, mad scientists, the Fab Four and 
a Polynesian cultural fest, among other 
events. It’s a great place to catch a family 
movie, too, with Frozen set to screen out¬ 
doors for all those children and parents 
who want to sing “Do You Want to Build a 
Snowman?” for the zillionth time! 

But nothing says summer nights in OC 
like watching your Los Angeles Angels 
of Anaheim at Angel Stadium (2000 E. 
Gene Autry Way, 714-940-2000). The best 
game to catch the Halos is on the Fourth 
of July, when a huge American flag drapes 
over the diamond during pregame festivi¬ 
ties followed by the worst military flyover 
ever. What follows is a team that’s slowly 
living up to its mega-payroll. Buy tickets 
for the nosebleed seats and hang out in 
the Nestle Family Zone, gulping on a 
cold beer or eating an ice cream all game 
long. The scheduled opponent for this 
summer’s Independence Day home game 
is ... oh, shit, not the Houston Astros!

Now it’s really time to see if the Angels 
have overcome the demons of last year’s 
lackluster season. Win or lose, post-game 
fireworks explode into the night’s sky 
after the game. 

BfREA 

Creepy |^|/i/turb/ition Statue/ 

Brea gets a bad rap for being a drab city 
full of gabachos, and although there is 
some truth to that, compared to what’s 
going on in neighboring cities such as 
Yorba Linda, Placentia and Diamond 
Bored—things in Brea are lookin’ pretty 
good! The city has an interesting mix of 
late-1990s tract homes and those surreal 
neighborhoods surrounding Birch Street 
that could’ve been designed by Walt 
Disney. All the homes are new, but they 
look like they should be in the Orange 
Circle; it’s totally Truman Show, which, 
oddly enough, was shot in Celebration, 
Florida, Disney’s town. Brea also has 
an intense public art program, in which 
properties receive money if they display 
a piece of art along the street. It would 
be a great way to liven up the place if 
the artwork weren’t totally weird and 
creepy—such as the statue on Brea Bou¬ 
levard of a man masturbating. 

If none of this appeals to you, retreat to 
beautiful Carbon Canyon Regional Park 
(4442 Carbon Canyon Rd., 714-973-3160). 

It offers all that normal park stuff—grass, 
trees, playgrounds, benches—but it also 
has an easy and enjoyable hiking trail. 

And you can bring your horse! There’s 
even a “lake” where you can “fish”! Our 
favorite spot is the mini redwood forest 
in the very back of the park, perfect for a 
picnic with lots of shade. 

If city life and hands-on statues are 
your thing, then SummerFest Brea 
(summerfestbrea.org) is the event of late 
summer. Think of it as a Taste of New¬ 
port, but with less plastic surgery and 
more kids’ activities. The event, held Aug. 
15 at the Civic and Cultural Center, will 
feature more than 30 vendors offering 
food and drink samples. Admission is 
free, but tasting tickets cost $3 each. The 
money gained through these sales will go 
to supporting the arts in Brea. 

It won’t be super-easy to catch a buzz 
at SummerFest, as that requires a lot 
of samples. When all else fails, getting 
drunk on Birch Street and going to see a 
movie is an option. In terms of downtown 
scenes, Birch is pretty sterile and tame, 
but there’s a Buffalo Wild Wings, TAPS 
and Yard House—no shortage of alcohol 
there. Park your car for free in the struc¬ 
ture, get your booze on, and then choose 
from TWO movie theaters, which are 
curiously next to each other. If there’s a 
particular flick you’re looking for, chances 
are good it’s here, unless it’s something 
super-indie like Nymphomaniac. In that 
case, you’re better off walking your drunk 
ass up the road to find the handjob statue. 
It’s really funny. 

BUENA PARK 

(Renter of [^re^kf^/t [^urrito/ 
Construction on Buena Park’s mega¬ 
development “The Source” won’t be 
ready by summer, but an upscale shop¬ 
ping center ain’t where it’s at for the so- 


called “Center of the Southland.” Plan¬ 
ning an all-day adventure in the city isn’t 
impossible, but carrying it out is impos¬ 
sible without the proper jet fuel. Start off 
with the finest breakfast burritos in all 
the land. This rag continually praises the 
big-brick offerings of Athenian Burgers 
#3 (8511 La Palma Ave., 714-523-9999) and 
for good reason. Among all, the Suicide 
Burrito is the one: scrambled eggs, hash 
browns, shredded cheese, bacon, ham 
and sausage! Down to the last greasy bit 
of tortilla, it powers up pleasure seekers 
who won’t feel a grumble in their bellies 
until the sun comes down. 

With the kids out of school, restless 
and bored, Buena Park offers a number 
of diversions to keep them from driv¬ 
ing parents insane. Of course, there’s 
Disneyland’s cheaper, less pretentious 


stepbrother in Knott's Berry Farm. But 
for some dang reason, the summer-break 
legions are beckoned by John's Incred¬ 
ible Pizza Co. (8601 On the Mall, 714-236- 
0000). Taking the full bottom floor of 
the Buena Park Mall, the pizza place is a 
palace of sensory overload only a writer 
such as Hunter S. Thompson could con¬ 
jure: Buffets! Peanut butter pizza! Rides! 
Games! John’s Incredible Pizza Co. is 
Chuck E. Cheese on crack! But, damn it, 
the kiddos love every maddening jingle 
of it, putting parents to the test to see 
if they’ll truly do anything for them ... 
even if it takes popping a Xanax to make 
it through. 

As the daytime heat rages in a city 
too far from the coast, there’s always 
Snoopy’s slip-’n’-slide, a.k.a. Knott's 
Soak City (8039 Beach Blvd., 714-220- 


5200). Unlike its big-brother theme park, 
the tubular twists and turns are only 
open from the summer through the early 
fall. During that time, you can float on 
an inner tube through the Lazy River, 
seeing that odd replica of Independence 
Hall along the way, or take the steep dive 
down Banzai Falls. Season passes are 
reasonably priced, making Soak City as 
cheap a way to find relief from the sun as 
turning on the backyard hose! 

As evening sets in, Buena Park’s best 
bet is the summer concert series at 
Boisseranc Park (7520 Dale St., 714-562- 
3871). Neighbors from all around come for 
the sounds of cover bands, old-time favor¬ 
ites and mariachis. Running from early 
June through mid-July, the lineup kicks 
off with the Beatles and Willie Nelson 
wannabes, while Mariachi Tesoro de San 
Fernando closes things down with a big 
summertime grito. Grab a blanket to lie 
on the grass and relax with friends while 
bands perform into the night. And if that 
doesn’t appeal to you? The games at the 
handball courts are among the fiercest in 
the Southland. 

CANYON COUNTRY

Summer is synonymous with getting 
back to the great outdoors, but we live in 
Southern California, where that happens 
every day. But the season also makes the 
last of our wilderness up in the moun¬ 
tains some of the least desirable places to 
visit, as the canyons bake and the bugs are 
out in full, buzzing force. 

If you have to camp locally, you can 
still plan accordingly. Take a short drive 
up Chapman Avenue or El Toro Road, 
and you’ll arrive at O'Neill Regional 
Park (30892 Trabuco Canyon Rd., Trabuco

Canyon , 949-923-2260). It’s certainly not 
the redwoods, but it’s an easy getaway 
with a scenic campground. You can bring 
your dogs and hike right outside your 
tent. The only drawback? The narcs say 
no alcohol allowed. But we think you 
know what to do. 

If you’d like to skip out on the effort 
of setting up camp, as well as the $20 
fee, check out the Silverado Summer 
Concert Series, which happens from 
6 to 10 p.m. every third Saturday of the 


month until September. After the heat of 
the day settles behind the hills, you can 
bring a picnic to the Silverado Com¬ 
munity Center (27641 Silverado Canyon 
Rd., Silverado , 714-649-2850; smrpd.org) 
and listen to local bands while you dance 
under the stars—all for the price of a can 
of food. Or you can buy a meal there for 
five bucks. 

Of course, we can’t avoid physical 
exertion altogether just because it’s hot. 
We can deal with it like pigs do, though, 
by slathering ourselves in mud to keep 
cool. On June 21, KROQ hosts the annual 
Irvine Lake Mud Run (irvinelakemudrun. 


com). For $70, you can enter as an indi¬ 
vidual or team member and run, slip, slide 
and crawl through an obstacle course. 

It’s all the fun of a marathon without the 
intense competition or the fear of “hit¬ 
ting the wall.” Plus, there’s a beer garden. 
Teams dress up in wacky costumes, and 
hey, watching people fall over all day is 
strangely satisfying. And maybe you’ll 
make it into the OC Weekly slideshow. 

COSTA MESA 

Qig Ji-mt DMmn fy|/iRii\M Already 
Until the city finally realizes its longtime 
marina dreams by digging out the gully at 
the far west end of 19th Street and filling 
it with water (removing the wildlife and 
homeless first, of course), Costa Mesa 
will have to make do with those few, 
upper-elevation spots (relatively speak¬ 
ing) with ocean views. Among the best 
are afforded while taking early-morning 
jogs/strolls/hikes through Fairview 
Park ( 2501 Placentia Ave.), which is along 
twisty Placentia Avenue near Estancia 
High School. Cobbled together from for¬ 
mer state and county land, the 210 acres 
have been deemed by the city to remain 
“natural” because of archaeological and 
paleontological resources found within 
the park. Miniature-train ride enthusiasts 
have long coveted the sliver of the park 
on the east end (or the other side of Pla¬ 
centia), next to a stretch of the city’s pub¬ 
lic golf course. The much larger, rolling 
hills-filled west side of Fairview Park was 
mostly ignored for decades, save for some 
grass near the entrance, a gazebo and a 
few trails throughout. Wetlands and habi¬ 


tat restorations have been completed in 
recent years, and more improvements are 
on the way to protect and enhance a natu¬ 
ral, recreational and aesthetic resource. 

Now that you’ve burned all those calo¬ 
ries hiking through preserved nature, it’s 
time to get back more calories than you 
burned (as well as get out of the sun, Sir 
Extra Crispy). Ranee's Chicago Pizza 
(1420 Baker St., 714-708-2143; rancespizza. 
com), has only been in town a few years, 
tucked between pretty solid Chinese 
and Japanese joints in the Target center 
at Harbor Boulevard and Baker Street. 

But the pizzeria has already built a solid 
reputation for being one of the best 
places around for real-deal Chicago-style 
pie. Owner Ranee Ruiz fell in love with 
stuffed pizzas while visiting his sister, 
who was away at college in the Windy 
City. He craved them so much once he 
returned home he found the only way to 
cure his hankering was to open his own 
Chicago pizza joint in Orange County. It’s 
been our (and our waistline’s) gain ever 
since. Head over at lunchtime and order 
the slice-and-draft-beer special. 

Good thing you had something bubbly 
with that pie because your stomach will 
need to be tamed for the bottle of wine 
you are going to pick up at the nearby 
Target or Sprouts (where, true story, you 
can find better wine cheaper than at the 
big-box place). You will enjoy that bottle 
(hopefully with someone else) while 
watching the sun drop into the Pacific 
from Talbert Park ( 1298 Victoria Ave.). 
You get a super-wide view of the west

yellows and purples in the sky. It should 
be mentioned for Talbert Park, as it 
should have been for Fairview Park, that 
part of your view of the sea is marred by 
those ugly stacks at the AES Huntington 
Beach power plant. Just look around ’em 
or blur your eyes (kick in, pinot noir!) 
because this is the best it’s going to get 
in terms of ocean views in the home of 
Goat Hill. Until that damn marina is dug 
out, that is. 

CYPRESS 

|\|ot Qypru/ 

Aphrodite’s Cyprus, a Mediterranean 
island at the crossroads of three conti¬ 
nents and where the east meets the west, 
is a perfect summer destination, with 
inviting beaches, breathtaking mountain 
trails and championship golf courses sur¬ 
rounded by luxurious, world-class hotels. 

Orange County’s Cypress? Not so 
much. But Cypress Plaza Shopping Cen¬ 
ter does include a BevMo! (6820Katella 
Ave., 714-891-1242 ), so well-stocked 
with mixers, elixirs and mood-fixers 
that you can gather all the ingredients 
for a ripping Brandy Sour, which is the 
official drink of Cyprus. No, you won’t 
find Cypriot brandy brands such as 
KEO VSOP or Haggipavlu Anglias, but a 
reasonable facsimile would be to grab a 
bottle of DeKuyper Apricot Brandy (only 
$11.99 with your ClubBev card!), shake a 
shot and a half with lemon juice and ice, 
strain, add soda, and begin your morning 
with the perfect fuel to get you through 


another goddamn-hot day in Cypress. 

Don’t go too crazy, as your recreational 
activity could get you pulled over—on 
your skateboard. The Skate Plaza at 
Cypress Park (4554 Avenida Granada) 
is the perfect place to show off your best, 
Brandy Sour-inspired moves to the groms 
hyped up on Skittles who swarm here. 
Surrounded with pretty green grass (bet¬ 
ter to make soft landings upon, my dear), 
the skate park boasts an eight-stair with a 
rail right down the middle. What waaaay 
over-the-hill shredders can appreciate is 
the cement surface is mostly flat, just like 
the town that hosts it. 

A wonderful place to nurse owies and 
cap another goddamn-hot summer day in 
Cypress is the funky and intimate Cafe 
Hiro (10509 Valley View St, 714-527- 
6090), which, just like TV’s original Iron 
Chef, is all about the foreign influence 
on traditional Japanese food. Cafe Hiro’s 
iron chef, Hiro Ohiwa, studied in both 
his native Japan and France, and he now 
creates modern Japanese fare through 
French sauces, Italian pastas and Indian 
curries. As at any restaurant with a flair 
for the WTF?, the most satisfying dishes 
are the daily specials, which on one visit 
included this walk-off home run: sea 
urchin risotto topped with roasted miso- 
marinated salmon. Bet you won’t find that 
on Cyprus! 

DANA POINT

It’s easy to dismiss Dana Point as a city 
where OC’s elite go to look at the yachts 
they never use. If you’re like us Wildlings 
north of the Wall, attempts at culture in 
South County come across reminiscent of 
a lengthy coma.

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Of course, we jest; all of sterile 
South County isn’t so bad. Take Dana 
Point, with pockets of some of the last 
stretches of OC coast that hasn’t been 
turned into a reality-TV show or a giant 
Wyland art gallery. The best way to do 
Dana Point is to head down to Capist¬ 
rano Beach early in the brisk morning 
with a few friends, a bunch of firewood 
and something to grill. Find a spot with 
a firepit, set up shop, and you can spend 
the whole day on the beach, watching 
the excellent water as it colorfully laps 
onto the shoreside as you drink rum 
discreetly hidden in a Coke can, chillin’ 
as though you have no job to go to. You’ll 
likely run into tourists from Europe or 
South America (they always seem to 
end up in Capo Beach, even though 
Surf City is thataway). Just beware that 
they may try to smoke you out. 

Speaking of, Huntington Beach may 
officially be Surf City, USA, but Dana 
Point is where newbies come to learn 
how to surf. Little ladies can learn the 
ways of the waves at Roxy's Girl In the 
Curl summer camp ( www.girlinthecurl. 
com) at Doheny State Beach ( 25300 
Dana Point Harbor Dr., 949-496-6172 ), or 
your aforementioned camping buds can 
show you the ropes. The waves at this 
beginners’ beach are gentle and fun for 
those who have never been in the water 
and it gives you an excuse to say, "I totally 
did an activity today!” 

The locals probably won’t be camping 


while you cook out or in the water while 
you attempt to surf. The saltier ones 
will be at Turk's ( 34683 St. of the Golden 
Lantern, 949-496-9028 ), a semi-famous 
local dive in the middle of the marina that 
serves up stiff drinks on the cheap while 
offering excellent fish and chips. The 
bar is one of the last vestiges of the old 
guard of fishermen, and locals proudly 
wave their bare asses to gentrification like 
Scotsmen on a hill. It’s the sort of magi¬ 
cal place where you can pay $30 and lose 
the ability to operate heavy machinery. 

Of course, what appeals to us most about 
the dive is the nostalgia of it all—hell, the 
bar’s been a staple for so long the odds are 
high you’re sitting on the same bar stool 
as your dad did years ago. 

For the quintessential South County 
experience, hit up the annual Dana Point 
Lobsterfest ( www.danapointlobsterfest. 
org) on Aug. 16. Oh, and if you buy a 
whale painting at the marina, you should 
then just kill yourself. 

FOUNTAIN VALLEY 

Rowling and B uzz Food 
You can tell a lot about a city by its slogan. 
That Fountain Valley calls itself "A Nice 
Place to Live” says it didn’t try very hard. 
But locals are well-aware of the treasures 
that belie this tiny gem. 

One of the most obvious is Mile 
Square Park (10401 Warner Ave., 
714-962-5541; www.ocparks.com/ 
milesquarepark), a recreational Valhalla 
for golfers and suburban outdoorsy types. 
The park’s 607 acres is enough for just 
about any kind of sports field we care

about in America, in addition to a couple 
of man-made lakes and an adjacent golf 
course. Fountain Valley is probably one of 
the only cities aside from Irvine that can 
get away with having a park such as this 
without worrying about it being overrun 
by hippies or the homeless. 

This small city of 56,000 may have a 
mild moniker, but it takes pride in having 
lots of balls, mostly of the bowling vari¬ 
ety. In fact, plenty of people only come 
to this city because of Fountain Bowl 
(17110 Brookhurst St ., 714-963-7888; www. 
fountainbowl.com), voted best lanes in OC 
for years. And of course it’s the official spot 
for the bowling half of Lebowski Fest LA! 
Hey, if it’s good enough for the Dude ... 

Of course, the fun stuff is great, but 
around here, comida is king. A guide to 
good food in Fountain Valley basically 
reads like a map of Asia with a few sur¬ 
prises thrown in. The city has always had a 
strong Japanese presence, and Tsuruhashi 
(18798 Brookhurst St., 714-593-8393; www. 
tsuruhashibbq.com) and Kappo Honda 
(.18450 Brookhurst St., 714-964-4629; 
izakayahondaya.com) are the standards. 
For pizza, Moonlight Pizza & Chicken 
(9895 Warner Ave., 714-963-4488) offers 
Armenian spices and soujouk sprinkled 
over Italy’s greatest invention, while 
hipsters continue to flock to Samurai 
Burrito (18932 Brookhurst St., 714-962- 
1370), Donut Bar ( 18011 Newhope St.) and 
Afters Ice Cream (18030 Brookhurst St.; 
aftersicecream.com). Bottom line: This 
is the city where you come to breathe 
reasonably clean air around reasonable 
people doing reasonable things. It’s so 
goddamn pleasant it’s disgusting. Maybe 
Fountain Valley is just being truthful 
by calling itself “nice.” But we suspect 
it’s part of the strategy to make sure the 
douchebags look right past it. Let’s hope 
it stays that way. 

FULLERTON

If you’re a tourist, chances are you’ve 
already benefitted from Fullerton’s fin¬ 
est exports—and by that, we mean the 
famous people and things that come 
out of here. Play a Fender Telecaster or 
P-bass lately? Thank Leo Fender, who 
helped to kickstart rock & roll right here 
by building his first legendary axes. Lis¬ 
ten to KROQ lately? Thank No Doubt’s 


Gwen Stefani and Mike Ness for growing 
up here and soaking up enough angst to 
make timeless tracks that stay in rotation. 
Watch Tube 8 lately? Thank Jenna Haze 
for using this town as a springboard to 
spread her legs for the world. 

Fullerton is one of those places that 
already comes with a certain cache, even 
if you don’t know anything too specific 
about it. The city has become well-known 
for the wrong reasons (Kelly Thomas’ 
murder) and the right ones (endless bars 
filled with hot Cal State Fullerton co-eds), 
but either way, it’s not a city you can skip 
on your summer trek through OC. 

What you’re going to wanna do first 
is get really familiar with State College 
Boulevard. It’s the root for many of your 
prime Fullerton excursions. It will take 
you past the massive Cal State Fullerton 
campus; find the arboretum and bring your 
best weed... you’ll thank us later (800 N. 
State College Blvd., 657-278-2011; www. 
fullerton.edu; www.fullertonarboretum.org). 
It also points the way to Burger Records 
(645 S. State College Blvd., 714-336-0561; 
www.burgerrecords.org), the decent-sized 
record shop and label headquarters (now 
of New York Times fame!) that’s always 
busy disseminating clangy, brilliant garage 
rock to the hipster masses. Pick up a cas¬ 
sette or two, if you’re feeling nostalgic; it 
has plenty! And no vinyl enthusiast’s trip 
is complete without a visit to Black Hole 
Records (108 N. Harbor Blvd., 714-449- 
1788; www.blackholerecords.info), still run 
by punk guru Bill Evans. 

Since you’ll probably still have a few 
hours before sundown, make the most 
of downtown Fullerton by hitting Boot¬ 
legger's Brewery (130 S. Highland Ave., 
714-871-2337; www.bootleggersbrewery. 
com) and Stadium Tavern (305 N. Harbor 
Blvd., 714-447-4200; www.stadiumtavern. 
net) for a quality craft brew. Recover from 
your beer buzz with some dog walking, 
frisbee throwing, etc. at Ted Craig Park 
(3300 State College Blvd., 714-973-3180; 
ocparks.com/parks/ted), which offers 
plenty of lush greenery, trees and lake 
areas to keep you from schvitzing too 
hard in the summer months. 

Be here on the first Friday of the 
month for the always-anticipated Ful¬ 
lerton Art Walk, (223 W. Santa Fe Ave., 
714-871-2727; www.fullertonartwalk.com),

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filled with vendors and more creative 
types pumping out creations that’ll 
have you oohing, ahhing and perhaps 
reaching for your wallet. Other spots 
for you artistic types: Maverick The¬

play or Steamers Jazz Club (138 W. 
Commonwealth Ave., 714-871-8800; www.

Of course, when the classy folk and art¬ 
ists are away, the drunks come out to play. 
If you can manage to weave through the 
melange of frat boys, cholos and 909ers, 
you can pretty much stay out of trouble. 
Fullerton’s people-watching and wide 
range of fun is enough to keep you busy 
from sundown to last call. 

GARJDEN GROVE 
Down O n S treet 

For the lovers and romantics at heart, 
it’s not a bad idea to start your Garden 
Grove summer on historic Main Street. 
Rummage at Paris's Antiques & Col¬ 
lectibles (12936 Main St., 714-534-0248) 
and the Charity Shop (12946 Main St., 
714-636-3206), two stops where curi¬ 
ous minds can browse and sift through 
records, VHS tapes and other ornate 
curios. Paris’s Antiques offers the typi¬ 
cal furniture and chandeliers, but the 


Charity Shop—owned by mother and 
son Rosie and Jordan Avila—attracts 
a younger, more creative mind, with 
its attractive decor and art gracing the 
walls. It’s also more organized and kinky. 
Beyond serving as a thrift store, on cer¬ 
tain weeknights, you can look forward to 
a shop show or a movie night. In the rear 
of the shop, local artists take up studio 
space to create art that will eventually be 
shown in a special show there. And for 
you artists-to-be, there’s a weekly figure- 
drawing class for the low price of $10. 

Garden Grove also has the good for¬ 
tune of having Little Saigon and Little 
Seoul within its city limits, and the two 
communities meet at Tastea (10189 
Westminster Ave., 714-539-1832; www.

Great Parks (I was promised a velodrome) 
and the Anthill Pub, (215 C Student Cen¬ 
ter, 949-824-3050), the best campus bar 
this side of the Atlantic (though, unfortu¬ 


nately, it will be going to summer hours). 
There won’t even be any co-eds at UC 
Irvine, so what’s there to keep you busy 
(and entertained) during this sunny sea¬ 
son? Why even stay in Irvine when you 
can make the drive down to Newps? 

Then again, why drive when you can 
cycle? Irvine is home to one of the best 
stretches of the Mountains to Sea Trail, 
a 22-mile pathway the runs from Weir 
Canyon in Anaheim all the way to New¬ 
port Beach, passing through Orange, Tus- 
tin, Irvine, among other cities, along the 
way. You can see everything on Irvine’s 
chunk of the trail. Hop on the pathway 
and head south, and you’ll be traveling 
along the northern edge of the Newport 
Back Bay, briny air rushing past your 
face as you ride by UCI. Go far enough, 
and you’ll enter Newport and eventually 
find yourself outside C'est Si Bon Bak¬ 
ery (149 Riverside Ave., Newport Beach, 
949-645-0447), one of the best sandwich 
shops in the area.

where Irvine, Santa Ana, Costa Mesa and 
Newport Beach can’t really decide what 
belongs to which city. Jumping around 
for a few hours is ridiculous cardio—and 
great for the legs! Make sure to pull off 
some flips into the giant foam pit and 
stake up for the dodge ball games (just 
watch out for when baseball players 
visit). Oh, and don’t tear your ACL. 

Hungry after all that exercise? Well, 
you could head to the Spectrum or the 
District or half of the Marketplace, 
but what you should do instead is visit 
quite possibly the most diverse Asian 
plaza in Orange County. Irvine’s Asian 
ghetto, in the Arbor Village Center 
on the northwest corner of Walnut

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and Jeffrey, is like Berkeley’s Asian 
ghetto, but OC-sized. There, you can 
get nearly any type of Asian cuisine 
you desire.

And then there’s 
the Thai place, the shabu place, the 
Japanese place, the soondubu place, 
the Korean barbecue place, the dim 
sum place, and a 99 Ranch Market for 
good measure. Thirsty after dinner? 
Take your pick of two boba shops. Got 
a sweet tooth? There is, of course, a 
Taiwanese bakery. 

Time for an after-dinner nap? If it’s 
between Aug. 10 and 13, drive up to Turtle 
Rock and nap in the park. Wake up once 
it’s dark and just look up—it’s time for 
the Perseid meteor shower. Just don’t get 
thrown out by the police ’cause they’ll be 
looking for you; they don’t have anything 
else to do. 

LA HABRA 

Corn |\|ei/er Grew |—|ere 
La Habra is usually stereotyped as the 
sleepy north OC burg in which nothing 
much happens, except when a future 
president opens a law office or a wacky 
Octomom moves into the neighborhood. 
But Nixon’s old office is now a park¬ 
ing lot, remembered only by a historical 
marker that obstructs cars as much as 
Nixon himself obstructed special pros¬ 
ecutors, and Nadya Suleman moved out a 
couple of years ago and took her camera 


crews with her. It took an earthquake 
swarm in March to get non-La Habrans 
talking about the city again. For a few 
days, La Habra was trending higher than 
even the Sochi Winter Olympics. Take 
that, Putin! 

Shaking aside, La Habra is mostly still 
sleepy—some stereotypes just happen to 
be true. But during the weekend of Aug. 
1, the city hosts its annual Corn Festival 
( lahabracornfestival.com ), described as 
“the highlight of the social calendar in 


La Habra” by the Lions Club, which has 
been putting it on since 1947, when some 
recently relocated Midwesterners real¬ 
ized they missed square dances, bingo 
competitions and hot-buttered ears too 
much. No one even pretended to care 
about historical accuracy—corn has never 
been grown in the city, so yeah, it’s all a 
big lie. Still, some 75,000 people come 
out for the parade and the festival at El 
Centro Park ( 201 N. Cypress St.) every 
year. And in La Habra, that’s a big deal 


indeed—though maybe not as big as when 
the Costco opened a few years back, if 
you want to talk about where things fall 
on the burg’s historical timeline. 

Meanwhile, on the other end of the 
city’s cultural spectrum, the big news 
is that the La Habra 300 Bowl's 13th 
Frame Lounge (370 E. Whittier Blvd.; 
www.lhbowl.com), which the Weekly once 
named OC’s Best Dive Bar Attached to a 
Bowling Alley, is hosting some honest-to-

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Christ punk shows on Saturday nights. 
We’re especially looking forward to Gut¬ 
ter ball Fest II on June 14, an eight-band 
affair headlined by the iconic Angry 
Samoans, still fronted by the immortal 
Metal Mike Saunders. The Samoans may 
be considered a relic of late-’70s LA/OC 
hard-fast-loud punk rock, but don’t you 
dare call them old—just call them legend¬ 
ary. (Do they still play “They Saved Hit¬ 
ler’s Cock”?) 

The Samoans are unfortunately not 
playing the city’s annual Fourth of July 
fireworks show at La Habra High’s foot¬ 
ball stadium ( 801 W. Highlander Ave.). 
Instead, the celebration of the country’s 
238th birthday will include food trucks, a 
guy making balloon animals for the kid¬ 
dies, face painters, and a live band that 
will most certainly not play “They Saved 
Hitler’s Cock.” 

LA PALMA

Other than the great dive bar that is 
Cliff's Hideaway (5442 Orangethorpe 
Ave., 714-521-7883 ), there is nothing to do 
in OC’s tiniest city during the summer. 
Head over to Cypress or—if you’re feeling 
bold—Los Alamitos. 

[AGUNA BEACH 

P/4GE/4NT OF THE P^IGE/INT/ 

It’s always tourist season in Laguna 
Beach, especially in the summer. Stroll 
along Main Beach’s boardwalk, and in 
addition to the usual day trippers, you’ll 
hear people speaking German, Russian, 
Japanese, French and Italian, which is 
only cool until you hear Lauren Con¬ 
rad’s name mixed in with all the accents. 
Yes, the 10-year-old MTV show of which 
no local dares speak its name is still 
much-hated here, except maybe by the 
Chamber of Commerce or the Visitor’s 
Bureau. Ka-CHING! 

Summer in Laguna Beach is also about 
the city’s big events: the Pageant of the 
Masters (www.foapom.com; July 9- 
Aug. 30) and its in-house Festival of 
Arts (July 6-Aug. 30), as well as the two 
arts fests across the street, the Sawdust 
Festival (sawdustartfestival.org) and the 


Art-a-Fair (art-a-fair.com), both of which 
run June 27 to Aug. 31. 

But there’s much to do in Laguna that 
isn’t so tourist-heavy. For locals, sum¬ 
mer means avoiding those spots (unless 
your artist bestie has a booth or your 
dad is posing semi-nude in a Da Vinci 
re-creation at the Pageant), instead par¬ 
taking in the kind of don’t-tell-anyone- 
else stuff that Lagunans prefer keeping 
all to themselves. There’s the extremely 
popular Music In the Park concert series 
in Bluebird Park (798 Bluebird Canyon 
Dr.) on Sundays, usually starting mid-July 
and running through the end of August. 
To many in Laguna, this is the definition 
of summer. Show up early, grab a spot on 
the grass, groove to the live tunes, and 
maybe catch a real rock star—people still 
talk about the time two years ago when 
Laguna Beach High alum and Foo Fighter 
Taylor Hawkins showed up to drum in 
a Police tribute band. This year’s lineup 
hasn’t yet been announced, but keep 
checking at lagunabeachcity.net. 

The Brooks Street Surfing Classic 
bills itself as the oldest continuing surf 
contest in the world—held since 1955!— 
and part of its allure is that nobody knows 
when, or even if, it’ll happen each year, 
since the staging always depends on noto¬ 
riously unpredictable swell conditions. 
There was a four-year gap until 2013, and 
things look good for another run this year. 
You can stay updated by clicking on the 
contest’s Facebook page (www.facebook. 
com/brooksstreetclassic). And when it 
does go off, it’s the best early-morning 
party around. 

The Fete de la Musique 
( lagunabeachsistercitiesassociation. 
com) returns June 21, a fun, free party 
put together by the Laguna Beach Sis¬ 
ter Cities Association in which some 20 
musicians scatter throughout the city’s 
downtown village and just start playing, 
busker-style, for whoever may be ambling 
past. There’s a terrific range of styles, too, 
from cabaret singers to teenage rockers to 
barbershop quartets to fiddle players to 
singer/songwriters to the always-amaz¬ 
ing cigar-box blues of the Budrows. 

No friends? Then make some new 
ones, such as Blair McManus, the Laguna 
Beach Frisbee king, who can usually be 
found at Main Beach, spinning and twirl- 
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ing and playing catch with himself, and 
Michael Minutoli, the latest in a long line 
of Laguna Beach greeters, waving to pass- 
ersby at the corner of Coast Highway and 
Brooks Street. They’re both colorful cast 
members in the ever-evolving real Laguna 
Beach reality show. 

[AGUNA HILLS

Sex Bunker} 

Stuffed between the 73 toll road and the 
405 parking lot, Laguna Hills is a hid¬ 
den treasure for folks seeking an over¬ 
whelmingly white, rich, gated enclave 
with $10 million, rolling-hill estates and 
ample stables for thoroughbred horses. 
Incorporated in 1991, this 6.7-square- 
mile community was once best known 
for its sprawling, out-of-date mall and 
absurdly gerrymandered shape. But in 
2007, Orange County billionaire Henry T. 
Nicholas III inadvertently wrecked the 
city’s traditional values image and made 
the place an international landmark for 
hedonistic kinkiness. 

According to a lawsuit, Nicholas spent 
at least $30 million constructing an 
extravagant, subterranean complex, with 
tunnels, sex dungeon rooms and a concert 
facility. The Los Angeles Times reported 
that the Broadcom Inc. co-founder also 
allegedly used his private jet and heli¬ 
copter to fly in female prostitutes from 
New Orleans, Chicago, Las Vegas and Los 
Angeles for wild parties at the under¬ 
ground “Ponderosa.” 

Unless you have special permission to 
enter the gated communities and explore 
the covert lives of the ultra-wealthy 
while they attend sermons at Saddleback 
Church in nearby Lake Forest, a summer 
trip here won’t offer numerous points 
of interest. Besides the aforementioned 
mall, Laguna Hills’ other major landmark 
is Nellie Gail Ranch Tennis and Swim 
Club (25281 Empty Saddle Dr., 949-831- 
6660; nelliegailranchtennisandswimclub. 
com). But you can’t enjoy the facilities 
unless you buy a private membership. 

We’re not saying this city can’t pro¬ 
vide entertainment to the masses. For 
example, here’s an itinerary for the entire 
family. After the kids start yapping about 
why other people live in those mansions 
with Nicholas, dump them off at either 
Chuck E. Cheese's (26538 Moulton 
Pkwy., 949-831-3500) or, if you need 
peace until 11 p.m. on the weekends, sign 
the legal waiver at Big Air Trampoline 
Park (23251 Avenida de la Carlota, 949- 
305-9788; www.bigairoc.com) and let 
them run wild. 

No doubt the missus desires personal 
space, too. You have two good choices: 
Lori Camacho’s My Sacred Connec¬ 
tions (23016 Lake Forest, 949-340-1074) 
offers readings, energy healings and 
spirit-channeling sessions. Don’t worry 
about encountering any nasty ghouls 
here; connections are guaranteed to be 
with “only those spiritual helpers of the 
highest good.” Whew! And when she’s 
done there, have a taxi deliver her to the 
Awakenings Center for Conscious 
Living (25260 La PazRd., 949-457-0797). 
It, too, provides psychic readings ($1.50 
per minute), but there’s also a $65 “Aura 
Love Wash” and a $55 “Detox Bliss” foot 
spa. If those rejuvenating measures fail, 
the “Lifestream Generator” can be rented 


at $30 for 20 minutes of “quantum leap in 
energy” technology services. 

Now that you’re alone, breathe a sigh 
of relief and head to the Emerald Lounge 
inside the Hills Hotel (25205 La Paz Rd., 
949-586-5000; www.thelagunahillshotel. 
com/restaurant-lounge/emerald-lounge, 
htm), where there’s a happy hour from 5 
to 7 p.m. Monday through Thursday, live 
musical entertainment on weekend nights 
and continual airing of sporting events on 
flat-screen TVs. 

Given that the kids and the wife are 
probably still enjoying a respite from 
your quirks and control, make the second 
of your three stops at the popular OC 
Armory (23012 Del Lago Dr., 949-768- 
5189). Ready for that next gun purchase? 
As federally licensed firearms dealers, the 


people here can help to satisfy all your 
legal NRA urges.

These 
times are harder to get at Laguna Woods 
than a reservation at Playground, and 
your monthly maintenance fees of more 
than $500 do not guarantee you jack 
squat. When the lucky ones get a time, 
they show up, check their golf clubs out 
of private storage at the pro shop, and 
head out for six hours of golf, punctuated 
by snacks and drinks from the clubhouse. 

Living in Laguna Woods means never 
having to leave Laguna Woods. Journeys 
into the scary exterior—namely Oak- 
brook Village and the Laguna Hills 
Mall— are accomplished via bus service 
run by the citywide Golden Rain Founda¬ 
tion (yes, seriously) and paid for by the 
excruciatingly high association fees. Fun

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fact: Laguna Woods is one of two cities in 
Orange County where everyone is a resi¬ 
dent of two homeowners’ associations. 
(The other is Rancho Santa Margarita. 
Classy company you got there!) 

So what happens if you don’t get the 
tee time you want? Well, Laguna Woods 
operates like a cruise ship, with more 
activities and clubs than Carter has pills; 
up at Clubhouse Two, there may be a 
meeting of the Enough Is Enough Club, 
which advocates “sound government” 
throughout Laguna Woods. Or maybe 
you prefer beading, duplicate bridge or 
the computer club. (There was recently 
internecine warfare and a well-publicized 
schism, and now the Computer Club has 
separated into PC and Mac camps. One 
can only hope inter-platform violence 
can be avoided.) If you live in the Tow¬ 
ers, a set of high-rise condominiums in 
the western part of the city, your (much- 
higher) monthly maintenance includes 
dinner.

Poor Lake Forest. The city just doesn’t 
ooze excitement the way it did when the 


strippers were grinding away on cus¬ 
tomer’s laps at Captain Cream's Caba¬ 
ret and the Gypsy Lounge was booking 
mind-blowing bands and thoughtful 
singer/songwriters. Both are now gone, 
and there aren’t nearly as many interest¬ 
ing spots in the city that has neither a lake 
(those hidden ponds behind gated com¬ 
munities don’t count) nor a forest. 


Which may actually be a good thing. 
After all, why stay inside on a gorgeous 
Lake Forest day when you could shred it 
at Etnies Skate Park (20028 Lake Forest 
Dr., 949-916-5870; www.etniesskatepark.

The 2,500-acre park also boasts 
some great mountain-biking trails rang¬ 
ing mostly from easy to moderate on the 
difficulty scale—perfect if all you know 
about OC trail riding are the GoPro- 
wearing speed demons who dive-bomb 
down the trails in the hills above Laguna 
Beach.

The city will also be sponsoring a sea¬ 
sonal concert series in Pittsford Park 
(21701 Pittsford Dr., 949-461-3450), which 
could be either the funnest thing you’ll 
do all summer or a tortuous sonic hell, 
depending on your tolerance level for 
costumed tribute bands and oldies acts 
that your kids will never understand why 
you liked all those years ago. We’re look¬ 
ing at you, A Flock of Seagulls, who’ve 
apparently replaced the equipment that 
was ripped off from their van last year 
so they can play July 27 with some face¬ 
less ’80s cover band who are opening the 
show. You know what would be funny? 

If the ’80s band played “I Ran (So Far 
Away)” instead of the Flock themselves. 
And they played it better. Would there be 
a hairspray riot? Let’s hope so! 

The June 29 show features Space 
Oddity, which is, just as you guessed, a 
David Bowie tribute by a guy named Dave 
Brighton, who insists on dressing like 
the Brit rocker. Will he go full-on Ziggy 
Stardust and simulate oral sex with his 
guitar player in front of what’s certain to 
be a very family-oriented crowd?

Too big to be a suburb of LA but TFC 
(look it up!) to be OC, Long Beach sits 
between the two, siphoning off Orange 
County youth who are too afraid to move 
away to an actual large city. But hey, Long 
Beach is a pretty cool place to be, so how 
can you blame them? 

Want to be nouvelle hip? Hang out in the 
East Village ( www.eastvillagelongbeach. 
com), with its galleries, art spots, even a 
museum to check out. Each month, the 
Second Saturday Art Walk brings musi¬ 
cians, performers and artists out of their 
studios and into the public, showing up 
on every corner south of Sixth. 

If you want to do some hip eating, 
grab a coffee, beer and lunch from Ber¬ 
lin Bistro (420 E. Fourth St., 562-435- 
0600; www.berlincoffeehouse.com). Of 
note is the bruschetta, featuring a thick, 
wonderfully fresh helping of tomatoes 
and garlic dolloped onto crostini lov¬ 
ingly blanketed with goat cheese. If you 
can, order a bottle of Monkish Brewery 
beer, one of the best breweries in the 


South Bay and home to what may be the 
only Vietnamese American brewmaster, 
well, anywhere. 

After lunch, don’t even leave the 
building. Just cross over to Fingerprints 
(562-433-4996; fingerprintsmusic.com), 
a loving collection of vinyl, books and 
media—browse and buy away. From here, 
you can head east and enter downtown 
proper, where you can imbibe on the 
Promenade with everyone from old 
punks to new transplants. Beachwood 
Barbecue (210 E. Third St., 562-436-4020; 
beachwoodbbq.com) has one of the best 
beer selections in Southern California. 
Congregation Alehouse (201 E. Broad¬ 
way, 562-432-2337; congregationalehouse. 
com)? Same story. If you’re sick of the 
beer, head to the Stave (170 The Prom¬ 
enade N., 562-612-4750; www.thestavebar. 
com) for some whiskey. Looking for 
cocktails, check out the Federal Bar (102 
PineAve., 562-435-2000; Ib.thefederalbar. 
com). Feeling a little peckish? You’ve got 
Michael's Pizzeria (210 E. Third St., 562- 
491-2100; michaelspizzeria.com), Pier 76 
(95 Pine Ave., 562-983-1776), Broadway 
Pizza (120 E. Broadway, 562-901-9690; 
broadwaypizzalb.com) and a whole mess 
more restaurants to choose from. Even 
Congregation has a pretty great menu- 
try the sausage platter or the pretzel. 

Now, head east of the East Village on 
Fourth for a little bit, and you’ll hit Retro 
Row. Some people say it’s for hipsters, 
but that’s a lie. Retro Row is really a step 
into the sorta-punk-y, sorta-rockabilly 
past. Grab some fish and chips at the 
Pike Restaurant and Bar (1836 E. Fourth 
St., 562-437-4453; pikelongbeach.com), 
owned by Social Distortion drummer 
Chris Reece. Don’t forget to check out the 
kitsch and knickknacks in the numerous 
vintage stores. 

Is it nighttime? Then you’re sur¬ 
rounded by the best concentration of 
dives in Southern California. First, go to 


the Stache (941 E. Fourth St., 562-606- 
2529; thestachebar.com) for an organic 
cocktail. Then head to the V Room (918 
E. Fourth St., 562-437-4396) and get a 
ridiculous $6 Boilermaker. After that, 
stop by the Red Room (1227E. Fourth 
St., 562-432-4241; redroomrocks.com) and 
get whatever you want. Finally, end up at 
Fern's (1253 E. Fourth St., 562-436-6694), 
order a drink, and take a swing at the 
boxing machine. Don’t get into a fight; 
instead, stumble across the street to Hole 
Mole (421 Obispo Ave., 562-439-2555; 
holemole.com), an exceedingly adequate 
Mexican chain that’s going to taste amaz¬ 
ing right about now. 

But there’s no Long Beach without 
North Long Beach. Take a day from 
the hip-ness of the East Village and 
old-school cool of Retro Row and visit 
Robert Earls BBQ (703 E. Artesia Blvd., 
562-726-1116). It’s basically on the edge of 
our coverage area, and the barbecue there 
is some of the best you’ll ever eat. Better 
than any in Orange County proper, that’s 
for sure. 

LOS ALAMITOS 

g)EYOND THE |—| OR/IE/ 

There are two Los Als: the neat rows of 
ticky-tacky houses and chain restaurants 
in horrid shopping plazas, and its kitschy, 
campy and dive-y bastard child. Stick 
with the latter, beginning at the Start¬ 
ing Gate (5052 Katella Ave., 562-598- 
8957; www.startinggateoc.com), a dark 
dance club across the street from the Los 
Alamitos Race Course that greets its 
patrons with saloon doors and cement- 
heavy pours. On the weekends, it opens at 
8 a.m. for breakfast and bloody Marys— 
and closes with themed dance nights as 
late as 2 a.m. on Friday and Saturday. Its 
calendar is chock-full of comedy, karaoke, 
bike nights, even some fund-raisers. 

Entertainment a little more on the fam¬ 
ily-friendly side of things (and free!) is the 


mouthful that is City of Los Alamitos 
Recreation & Community Services 
Department's Music and Movies Sum¬ 
mertime Series (www.cityoflosalamitos. 
org/recreadon). On July 13 and 27 and 
Aug. 10, the fair Laurel Park comes alive 
with kids, parents, neighbors and people 
who just can’t afford a non-matinee move 
ticket, all lugging lawn chairs, picnic bas¬ 
kets and greasy paper bags. The fun starts 
at 6:30 p.m., with live local bands, raffles 
and food trucks; a PG-13-or-lesser-rated 
flick begins at dusk. Finding Nemo under 
the summer stars? It’s so wholesome we 
can barely stand it. 

Hungry? The very idea of turning 
on an actual oven during the summer 
months can make us sweat—and when 
you’re tired of salads and sushi and want 
something hand-held (say, with a pot of 
gravy for dipping), you’ve got to go out 
to the retro gem Pasty Kitchen (3641 
Katella Ave., 562-431-9747). Established 
in 1963, it touts its signature dish as 
“a meal in a crust,” and as any Anglo¬ 
phile knows, the pasty is a delight of 
simple perfections: warm, flaky crust 
skillfully wrapped around an array of 
savory fillings. You can watch bakers 
knead dough and construct these little 
delights right in the front window. And 
as with California’s favorite burger 
chain, Pasty Kitchen keeps its menu 
basic: beef, chicken or veggie. (We love 
the veggie option, with its bright notes 
of red bell pepper and broccoli clusters.) 
Want gravy? Of course you do. Shell out 
an extra 35 cents for the small pot; it’s 
enough for two pasties. 

And few Fourth of July fireworks spec¬ 
taculars are better than the ones held at 
the Joint Forces Training Base (11206 
Lexington Dr., 562-296-5725), a patriotic 
bonanza held on a good ol’ American air¬ 
field. There’ll be food trucks, kids’ activi¬ 
ties, all sorts of entertainment leading

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to nightfall, when the sky explodes in a 
pageant of shimmering light. Come show 
your stars and stripes, then fall back to 
the base’s Pub at Fiddler's Green ( 4745 
Yorktown Ave., Bldg. 19, 562-795-2168 ) and 
buy a vet a drink or 30. Hoo-rah! 

MISSION VIEJO 

|—\a ppy Jra i ls A RE hI ere ? 

It’s easy to claim there’s nothing to do 
in Mission Viejo because of its wide, 
expansive streets and absence of nightlife 
(except for you, Shooter's Saloon, you 
dingy gem, you!), but to call it bereft of 
fun activities just isn’t true. The call to 
visit the Ol’ Mission is in its scenic land¬ 
scapes that hint at the chance to be one 
with nature through its many walking 
trails, hiking paths and parks. 

The on-road trail known as Jeronimo 
Road that tangles through the Marguerite 
and Alicia parkways eventually leads to 
Oso Creek, which runs along Oso Viejo 
Community Park (24932 Veterans Way) 
where the kiddies play soccer or softball 
or kick it in the playground, while parents 
and families can cook at the available bar¬ 
becue pits—and honestly, what says sum¬ 
mer more than a family barbecue? While 
dad has his National Lampoon Vacation 
spirit on, go ahead and divert yourself 
with the nearby walking trail. If you 
choose to not partake in the grilling, there 
are plenty of grassy spots on which to 
spread your own picnic or just lie across 
the grass on a lazy day. 

Marguerite Parkway will also lead you 


to various amusement facilities, including 
the Marguerite Tennis Center (23840 
Marguerite Pkwy., 949-859-4348 ), the 
Marguerite Aquatics Center (27474 
Casta Del Sol) and the Mission Viejo 
Family YMCA (27341 Trabuco Circle, 949- 
859-9622; ymcaoc.org/mv) all resting side 
by side like happy ducks in a pond. But if 
you’re not interested in sporty physical 
fitness, the trail will eventually lead to a 
library, where you can stock up on some 
much-needed R and R: reading and relax¬ 
ation. The trail also runs along Lake Mis¬ 
sion Viejo, on whose shimmering waters 
the local parks and recreation center 
invites the public every month to enjoy 
a leisurely cruise. The nearby park also 
offers a sweet escape from civilization. 

But let’s say you’re in for a more phys¬ 
ical challenge. In that case, traversing 
through Tijeras Creek Loop Trail might 
be just the thing for you. Spinning off 
the Arroyo Trabuco walking trail, take 
a right turn at Tijeras Creek, and you’ll 
find yourself on the Creek Trail along 
winding dirt roads that eventually lead 
to O'lMeill Regional Park. It’s a great 
spot for a picnic or, if you’re so inclined, 
overnight camping. 

For those truly rugged at heart, we 
salute your commitment to fitness and 
suggest as a reward a trip to the most deli¬ 
cious Mexican taco chain, Albertacos 
(28171 Marguerite Pkwy., Ste. 26, 949-365- 
0695). You totally earned this Califor¬ 
nia burrito, bro, so feel no guilt as you 
double up on the sour cream on your 
carne asada fries. You can head back out 
on the trail afterward to walk off that 
heavenly smorgasbord. 


AIN'T NEWPORT PRETTY 
WITHOUTTHE MILFS? 
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NEWPORT BEACH 

l/^EDGE Y OUR/ELF 

The next best thing to frolicking on the 
beach is the anticipation just before you 
touch a toe to hot sand. One inlander 
recalls trips as a youth with his par¬ 
ents to the beach, and the giddiness 
that came with each backseat, split- 
second glimpse of the sparkling ocean 
in between the mostly multi-unit rental 
houses along the Balboa Peninsula. 
Orange Countians can create the feeling 
in slow motion by riding bicycles along 
the Santa Ana River Trail from points 
inland to the shoreline splitting Newport 
and Huntington beaches. 

You’ll want to ride early enough so: 
a) You’ll make your return trip before 
the early afternoon headwinds kick up, 
which can make that ride back abso¬ 
lutely hellish, and 2) You can get a table 
at Cappy's Cafe (5930 W. Coast Hwy., 
949-646-4202 ), which serves up huge, 
delicious, reasonably priced breakfast 
platters you can easily share with a mate. 
On the beverage side, there’s endless free 
ice water to satisfy the thirst brought by 
morning cardio, endless refills of cheap 
coffee in case pedaling your life away was 
not enough to wake your silly ass up, and 
(bring the charge cards) a full bar serv¬ 
ing stiff bloody Marys that will make the 
return ride interesting. 

Cappy’s will leave you so full you’ll 
want to confine your lunch to eating sand 
at the world-famous Wedge. Located at 
the extreme east end of the Pen, where 
the west harbor jetty extends from 
shore, the Wedge often has large swells 


crashing into the jetty, causing waves to 
bounce back and meet oncoming waves 
to form a—you guessed it—liquid wedge. 
These massive walls of water, some as 
high as 30 feet, break so close to the 
shore they often plant riders into the 


sand (thus the reference to eating the 
white stuff). 

The uninitiated should know that 
being an excellent swimmer is required, 
pain management is recommended and 
body surfing is encouraged. Oh, feel free 


to bring along a surfboard or bodyboard. 
Whether you will want to actually take it 
with you into the water will depend on 
how well you think you can defend your¬ 
self against an army of tanned specimens

It’s less tense (but amazingly more 
crowded) at the final stop on this Newps 
summer cardio tour: Tapas Flavors of 
Spain (4253 Martingale Way, 949-756- 
8194), which is kinda sorta near John 
Wayne Airport. It’s a nice place for a 
meal and drinks and those appetizers the 
Spanish call tapas. What makes the place 
especially especial is the salsa dancing 
that grows more popular the later it gets. 
(Hail, instant sangria courage!) The large 
dance floor routinely hosts salsa lessons 
and professional dancers and musicians. 
But it’s a total trip when open dancing 
hits the floor, as well-dressed men and 
women in flowing skirts seem to come 
out of the woodwork to stylistically throw 
one another around like rag dolls. Danc¬ 
ing couplings change as the night wears 
on, and it’s always a kick (literally!) to see 
a really short guy standing on his tippy- 
toes to hold high in the air the hand of the 
really tall chica he’s trying to spin. Such 
a move can lead to another famous New¬ 
port Beach phenomenon: the Wedgie.

/\n O de to the S treet F^ir 
Summer in Orange is bookended by 
two boisterous, disorderly traditions 
that occur in the same space: the Chap¬ 
man University Spring Undie Run 
and the Orange International Street 
Fair (Orange Plaza, Chapman Avenue 


and Glassell Street, 714-633-4816; www. 
orangestreetfair.org). The former signi¬ 
fies the end of finals and beginning of 
summer vacation, and the latter is one 
last blowout during Labor Day Weekend. 
Since the Undie Run is already behind 
us (and besides, who reads Penthouse 
Forum when you can skip to the center¬ 
fold? Check out the photo slideshow on 


our website instead!), let us explore the 
Street Fair. 

It’s OC’s feigned attempt at multi- 
culturalism that really boils down to an 
excuse to drink beer and eat brats. While 
well-meaning, the event is not unlike 
Irvinites celebrating St. Paddy’s Day, 
tequila shots with salt and lime on Cinco 
de Mayo, or wearing TARDIS T-shirts. 


But hey, any local interest in cultures 
beyond whatever last drops of juice 
Bravo! is trying to squeeze out of our fair 
county for its asinine reality shows is a 
good thing! So we’re here to help you 
deepen your drunken three-day-weekend 
flirtation with cultural diversity. Behold 
our multilingual guide to enjoying sum-

PLACENTIA 

Something |n |\|othing 
Next to Aliso Viejo, no OC city is more for¬ 
gotten than Placentia. It’s a town usually 
more remembered for what it isn’t (that is, 
it’s not Fullerton or Brea or Yorba Linda 
or even La Habra) and for breeding shady 
council members and politicians the way 
Huntington Beach produces surfers. Land¬ 
locked and sunbaked, most Placentians get 
the hell out of there come summertime, 
decamping to the beach or other, better- 
manicured parks than their own, ever 
since the City Council tried to put fences 
around Placentia’s open space. Nice! 

With nothing to do, residents are 
driven to eat and drink. Mornings in 
the city still start at the Mini Gourmet 
(1210 Yorba Linda Blvd., 714-524-1611), the 
legendary diner where legendary sports 
columnist TJ Simers is known to spend 
many a breakfast interviewing everyone 
from Tommy Lasorda to good ol’ folks. 
Omelets and waffles and pancakes fuel 
the fire for a mostly fiftysomething crowd. 


Lunchtimes should be spent at Tony's 
Little Italy (1808 N. Placentia Ave., 714-528- 
2159; www.tonyslittleitaly.com), makers 
of one of the finest deep-dish pizzas in 
OC: as thick as a Tom Clancy novel, with 
the circumference of a basketball hoop. It 
also sells subs and such Italian-American 
classics as spaghetti, ravioli and mostac- 
cioli. But the focus is on the pizza—just 
as it says on the window. Afterward, 
head to Old Town Placentia and walk 
down one of OC’s few remaining original 
downtowns. Walked off your pizza? Now 
submit to the gargantuan wet burrito at 
301 Cafe (301 W. Santa Fe Ave., 714-996- 
8001), a mass of beef con chile Colorado, 
with the ever-present melted yellow 
cheese and canned red salsa on top. It’s 
a seemingly mundane thing, and the 
pureed guacamole looks like something 
out of a Sunset article from the Nixon era. 
And yet... it all works. 

And maybe because it is one of OC’s 
least appealing summer towns, Placentia 
features a vibrant bar scene, with no place 
more hopping than the beer-only TJ's 
Cocktails (1164 E. Yorba Linda Blvd., 
714-996-0929). Ladies, ask for Vic the 
Gent, and your night will be complete. 

And if entertainment’s your thing, 
the place to go is Sunday brunch at 
Tlaquepaque (101 W. Santa Fe Ave., 
714-528- 011 0, www. tlaquepaquerestaurant. 
com). The iconic restaurant quietly 
reopened some years ago after a myste¬ 
rious fire nearly shut it down for good. 
Back and better than ever, the buffet 
shines while the mariachis sing—ask for 
“Tu Enamorado” or “La Cama de Piedra,” 
and the mariachi may buy you a shot or 
four for actually knowing your classics. 

RANCHO SANTA MARGARITA 

SUNNIN'’ 5 YTHE L^ ke 

Okay, we admit it: we know next to 


nothing about Rancho Santa Margarita 
(RSM). We know it’s the city that serves 
as a buffer zone between exclusive gated 
communities and the rest of us heathens, 
that its Catholic high school was created 
by a bona fide boy-lover (medically diag¬ 
nosed, even!), and that anyone who lives 
within the city limits has to join one of 
two homeowners’ associations, making 
anyone who lives in RSM a big ol’ sap. We 
know the easiest way to get there is via 
toll roads, but since the Weekly doesn’t 
endorse the use of anything run by the 
incompetent Transportation Corridor 
Agencies (TCA), we have to take the long 
route, which takes as long to get there 
from Santa Ana as it does to reach down¬ 
town Los Angeles—and guess where we’d 
rather visit? 

All that said, there are some things 
worthwhile in this master-planned com¬ 
munity, none better than the little plaza 
at the southwestern edge of Rancho Santa 
Margarita Lake. It’s in a monstrous Span- 
ish-fantasy shopping plaza, its two saving 
graces just 100 feet from each other: the 
spectacular Pizza e Vino (31441 Santa 
Margarita Pkwy., 949-713-1500; www. 
pizzaevino.net) for thin, massive pizzas 
and the Blind Pig (31431 Santa Margarita 
Pkwy., 949-888-0072; theblindpigoc.com) 
for expert cocktails. After you gorge 
yourself, take a stroll along the man-made 
lake, just so you can say you have. 

Summertime means carne asada, so 
buy some at El Fenix (29941 Aventura, 
949-459-3809; www.elfenixmarket.com), a 
little slice of Aztlan that sells everything 
you can find in SanTana at the same low 
prices. And when your meal is done, 
swing by the Rancho Santa Margarita 
Library (30902 La Promesa, 949-459- 
6094; ocpl.org/libloc/rsm). For being such 
a wealthy community, the library seems 
a bit worn—but that’s made up for by an 


excellent lecture and film series that goes 
throughout the year but is best enjoyed 
during the summer, when the scorching 
heat reaches RSM and you start dreaming 
of anywhere but here.... 

SAN CLEMENTE 

SURF^ THEN /URF/OME MORE 

Hard-coded into the blood of every 
Orange Countian, even those who don’t 
surf, is the knowledge that the best surf¬ 
ing happens in the morning, just as the 
onshore wind turns and blows the ever¬ 
present marine layer out to sea. Early, 
early in the morning, the truly hardcore 
park their cars at Cristianitos Road, the 
last freeway exit in Orange County, and 
hump their longboards down the mile- 
long hill to Trestles. 

If you’re a Barney (a noob), you head

for the Church, the southernmost part 
of Trestles, where the waves are gentlest 
and the surfers most patient. If you’re a 
smart Barney, you know the person clos¬ 
est to the curl gets the wave, and when 
that’s you, you better get up on your feet 
right quick. (If you’re not a smart Barney, 
the other surfers will be sure to let you 
know.) If you’re not a Barney, well, you 
don’t need some free rag to tell you where 
to surf. 

When the offshore flow is strongest, 
during the devil winds that blow off the 
desert and turn the un-air conditioned 
coast into a stifling, dusty oven, you 
can avoid the crowds and head to less- 
famous, less-crowded breaks closer to the 
city, such as Calafia or T-Street. You’ll 
tire of them more quickly than you will 
of Trestles, but that’s okay because the 
city breaks put you closer to your lunch 
destination, the locally famous Surfin' 
Chicken (71 Via Pico Plaza, 949-498- 
6603; surfinchickeninc.com), located in an 
ugly mini-mall perpendicular to its street, 
where you’ll join firefighters, paisas, 
beach bums and nouveau riche alike in 
waiting for rotisserie chicken, tortillas, 
salsa and side dishes. 

As with every beach city with crappy 
summer traffic, a bicycle is a must-have 
in San Clemente. There are bike paths 
everywhere, where tourists on ugly beach 
cruisers mingle with MAMILs (middle- 
aged men in Lycra) making their way 
south toward San Diego along America’s 
most popular century ride route. Leave 
your car somewhere out of the way and 
ride the rest of the way into town on your 
stylish two-wheeler, you environmen¬ 
tally conscious mensch, you. As you head 
down Avenida del Mar or El Camino Real, 
you’ll discover that all of the bike-rack 
spaces are already taken (and we know 
who you are, people who take up two 
spaces), so you’ll chain your bike to pretty 
much anything that doesn’t move. Spend 


a couple of hours browsing the shops, 
then change your clothes and have din¬ 
ner at South of Nick's ( 110 N. El Camino 
Real, 949-481-4545; southofnicks.com), 
South County’s best fancy-service Mexi¬ 
can restaurant. 

Every other Thursday, live bands play 
at the pier, located at the foot of Avenida 
del Mar. After you’ve had your fill of Jour¬ 
ney tribute bands or reggae, head back 
uphill and round out the evening with 
craft beer upstairs at Pizza Port ( 301 N. 

El Camino Real, 949-940-0005;pizzaport. 
com), the only OC outpost of a small chain 
of loosely related breweries. The tap list, 
which you can see via webcam on its site, 
has as many guest beers as house beers— 
but try the Psycho IPA before you go. 

SANTA ANA

The record heat never dissuades the deni¬ 
zens of SanTana from taking a leisurely 
stroll down El Cuatro—or Fourth Street, 
for you non -hahla folks. But you’d better 
get hep to the language if you want a cool 
refresher while you’re rambling up and 
down the gentrificated neighborhood 
on a balmy afternoon.

The watermelon, cucumber, 
mango, melon, jicama and pineapple 
can come flavored with chile powder or 
by themselves, and it’s totally worth the 
awkward exchange with Latino vendors 
for you hipsters (yeah, I said it!). 

Nah, just messin’ with ya—we locals get 
as much of a kick out of the cool goings- 
on in downtown as you outsiders do, and 
when we’re not downing margaritas at 
Proof Bar (215 N. Broadway, 714-953- 
2660; proofbar.com) or noshing on sand¬ 
wiches and pickled eggs at C4 Deli: Cure 
for the Common (200 N. Broadway, 
714-263-1555; www.c4deli.com) we’re look¬ 
ing for something sweet as a welcome 
oasis from the humidity. That’s where 
Tootsie Ice Cream (307 W. Third St.,

Since the beginning of this year, the 
Frida has hosted a variety of screenings 
and community-minded events, con¬ 
certs, and art shows that foster the bur¬ 
geoning local art scene. Besides, how can 
anyone say no to a cool matinee movie in 


a nice, air-conditioned theater? 

Don’t think all the fun stuff to do is 
limited to downtown, though; the Obser¬ 
vatory (3503 S. Harbor Blvd., 714-957- 
0600; www.observatoryoc.com) is already 
one of Southern California’s premier 
concert venues. The highlights this sum¬ 
mer include Burger Records’ the Burger 
Revue and Burger A-Go-Go! The former 
includes ’60s icon Ronnie Spector, King 
Khan and the Shrines, and a “special 
mystery guest”; the latter, held in August, 
will enlist a grande lineup of such female- 
fronted bands as Shannon and the Clams, 
LA Witch, Best Coast, and Colleen Green.

that’s just on the other side of the bor¬ 
der with Anacrime. So what if Stanton 
doesn’t have a mini-amusement park? It 
still has plenty going on. Don’t let the dis¬ 
turbing motel names (such as the Ches¬ 
ter Inn) along the way cause the creeps. 
Just keep driving. 

Sooner or later, revelers will happen 
upon a recognizable restaurant amidst 
the strip malls of shutter on Stanton’s 
claim to Beach. Still standing is Acapul- 
cos (12765 Beach Blvd., 714-895-4444), a 
place where a decent brunch and more 
than a few margaritas can be had. But 
that’s too easy. The secret to Stanton is its 
key hole-in-the-walls, with Thai IMakorn 
(11951 Beach Blvd., Ste. J, 714-799-2031) 
being the best of all. Gooey satay sticks 
warm the belly for such main dishes as 
beef panang. 

Hop back on Beach, and keep those 
eyes peeled for storefronts that appeal 
to curiosity. How many cars travel up 
and down the highway every day with 
drivers wondering about Carneceria 
Mexico (10565 Beach Blvd., 714-826- 
8740)? Quell the mystery, look at the 
pinatas hanging from above and buy as 
many pounds of carne asada as you need 
for that perfect daytime barbecue with 
friends. Too bad the city has had its park 
shut down for years, a product of its per¬ 
petually shitty economy. 

In fact, the only part of the city that 
ever truly buzzes is the Indoor Swap 
Meet (10401 Beach Blvd., 714-527-1112), 


the land where the CD never went out of 
style—just like Stanton. 

SUNSET BEACH

Though technically absorbed into the 
confines of Huntington Beach a couple 
of years ago, this tiny community will 


always be its own special place to us.

ered rental shacks lining the highway- 
prices for kayaks and paddleboards usu¬ 
ally run about $15 to $20 for two hours. 
It’s as good for your bank account as it is 
for your cardio tracker! 

One of the newer kids on the street is 
Schooner at Sunset (16821 Pacific Coast 
Hwy., 562-592-2121; www.schooneratsunset. 
com), a restaurant/bar/live music venue 
opened by the folks of prime brunch 
spot Schooner Or Later. Check its site 
for a full calendar of live music—all of 
which pair well with the fine selection 
of craft beers, tequila-based cocktails, 
and beer-and-shot combos here. Bar 
snacks are on the gourmand side, with 
lobster mac and duck fries—but if it’s 
blazing-hot outside, cool off with the 
heirloom gazpacho. 

Just as the sun dips below the horizon, 
head to Don the Beachcomber ( 16278 
Pacific Coast Hwy., 562-592-1321; www. 
donthebeachcomber.com), our favorite 
local tiki bar and restaurant, complete 
with indoor volcano fountain, carved 
tiki gods, wooden parrots—and the most 
delightfully low-lit drinkery called the 
Dagger Bar, adjacent to the theme-park- 
esque dining room. In addition to the best 
damn mai tai in SoCal, Don the Beach¬ 
comber specializes in an assortment of 
classic cocktails, such as the Zombie 
(limit two, you drunks!), the Missionary’s 
Downfall and the Navy Grog. The drink 
list is categorized not by spirits (most 
descriptions don’t even mention ingredi¬ 
ents), but by alcohol content, measured 


by a number of dancing tiki icons—at 
least they looked like dancing tikis after 
our second Zombie. Get an order of 
Bruddah’s Spam Roll, too (trust us, it’s 
delicious). Don the Beachcomber has an 
assortment of live music, everything from 
rockabilly to jazz, but our favorite is Fully 
Fullwood’s Reggae Sunday, blasting from 
the Hidden Village/High Chief’s Room in 
the back. It’s only five bucks to get in, and 
the money goes to charity. 

And when the bars close and your 
stomach starts grumbling for some greasy 
drunk food, there’s only one place: Har¬ 
bor House Cafe (16341 Pacific Coast 
Hwy., 562-592-5404; www.harborhousecafe. 
com). A staple among night owls, college 
kids and salty insomniacs alike, this old- 
school, 24-hour diner covers its walls 
with movie memorabilia and its nachos 
with about a pound of cheese and top¬ 
pings. Because nothing makes for sweeter 
summer slumber than a drunken head 
and a full belly.

But it’s more than just a buffer 
between SanTana and Irvine. Start in 
Old Town, where you can find buildings 
dating from the late 1800s to 1950, all in 
their original stylings. Park your car, and 
it’s a 1.5-mile walk through 150 years of 
history, with a few detours to the side, 
if you so choose. Make it on the fourth 
Sunday of the month, and you’ll be able 
to check out the city’s vintage flea mar¬ 
ket and browse knickknacks to your 
heart’s content. Along the walk, you’ll 
find the Tustin Area Museum (395 
El Camirio Real, 714-731-5701; www. 
tustinhistory.com), a petite operation

that houses documents from the area’s 
past. It’s only open Tuesdays and Thurs¬ 
days and a few Saturdays, but if you’ve 
got the time, it’s worth a look. 

If you’re sick of Old Town Tustin, step 
into the present (well, closer to the pres¬ 
ent, anyway) by visiting the Marconi 
Automotive Museum (1302 Industrial 
Dr., 714-258-3001; www.marconimuseum. 
org), the brainchild of vitamin mogul 
Dick Marconi. The building houses his 
collection of dozens and dozens of cars 
and other vehicles, worth more than $30 
million. It’s a truly impressive collection, 
with cars from all over the world and all 
throughout history. And entry is cheap— 
a $5 donation, most of which goes to 
charity. Hey, if we can’t get to the pres¬ 


ent in Tustin, at least the future will get 
slightly better. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Little Saigon — DUH . . . 

The sights, sounds and smells of Viet¬ 
nam are ubiquitous in Westminster, 
home to Orange County’s Little Saigon 
and the world’s largest concentration of 
Vietnamese immigrants. In fact, with a 
minor suspension of reality inside the 
city’s Asian Garden Mall (9200 Bolsa 
Ave., 714-379-9913), anyone can mentally 
transport themselves to the other side of 
the planet and into the Southeast Asian 
nation’s urban settings. That imaginary 
flight inside the two-story mall is aided 
by the usual lack of Caucasian pres¬ 


ence—except for elderly, Barney Fife-like 
security guards—as well as the absence 
of American chain stores. You may not be 
interested in clothing shops catering to 
the tastes of newer immigrants or older 
ones who’ve resisted assimilation, but 
browse the jewelry, music and Buddhist 
paraphernalia stores. 

Though still architecturally the center- 
piece of Little Saigon, the mail’s promi¬ 
nence in the community is fading as the 
number of American-born Vietnamese 
begin to outnumber their immigrant rela¬ 
tives, exposing substantial generational 
gaps. This clash was recently on display at 
Kim Su (10530 Bolsa Ave., 714-554-6261), 
the popular dim sum and seafood restau-

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rant. At a table of 13 sat four generations 
of one family. The oldest two, in their 80s, 
couldn’t speak English though they’ve 
been here for 20 years; the middle gen¬ 
erations spoke both languages; and the 
younger ones—each focused on iPhone 
activities—were clueless about anything 
their grandparents uttered. 

Before Vietnamese candidates began to 
rise in political power, local conservative- 
government leaders named Westminster 
the “All-American City.” The move may 
have been a final grasp of a cranky, white- 
dominated establishment and a slap at the 
influx of post-1975 war refugees, who in 
the early days preferred launching their 
own businesses rather than patronizing 
American ones. But the motto works 
today because no city in the region has 
undergone a greater transformation, 
underscoring the value to this nation of 
adding Vietnamese citizens. 

This positive, multicultural collision 
(American and South Vietnam flags fly 
together all over the place) has resulted 
in old-school Vietnamese restaurants 
such as Thanh My ( 9553 BolsaAve., 
714-531-9546), Seafood Cove (9211 Bolsa 
Ave., 714-293-3682) and, on the Garden 
Grove border with Westminster, Vien 
Dong (14271 Brookhurst St, 714-531-8253) 
thriving with continuous flows of multi¬ 
ethnic customers just as much as the 
more Americanized dining creations of 
younger entrepreneurs such as Quan Hy 
(9727 BolsaAve., 714-775-7175) and Tasty 
Garden (9433 BolsaAve., 714-839-8580). 
Specializing in serving delicious lunch¬ 
time food to go, Lee's Sandwiches (9261 
BolsaAve., 714-901-5788) opened its first 
store here and is now an institution that 
gives diners another option to the preva¬ 
lent staple of nourishment in the com¬ 
munity: pho. 


But there are non-publicized treats, 
too. For example, an Arco gas station 
(14511 Brookhurst St., 714-531-0160) here 
routinely sells gas as much as 65 cents 
cheaper per gallon than stations down the 
road in Huntington Beach. And shopping 
bargains extend to seafood: ABC (8970 
BolsaAve., 714-379-6161) is a massive trea¬ 
sure-trove of Vietnamese grocery items, 
and its jumbo-sized, live crabs sell for 
more than double 10 miles away in New¬ 
port Beach. People looking for physical 
relaxation have a selection of dozens of 
(non-sexual) $15, flat-fee, hour-massage 
salons employing mostly male and female 
Chinese immigrants. We’d recommend 
a shop, but, in all honesty, the discount 
rate comes with a risk of not finding that 
l-in-4 therapist with decent skills that 
will soothe your pains.

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iced lattes at the Coffee Grove— oh, 
wait, that’s in Orange. So hit the streets! 
There isn’t a thoroughfare in Villa Park 
that doesn’t have exquisite estates. The 
meandering roads give way to Span¬ 
ish villas, quaint English gardens, and 
some futuristic, minimalist spaces. 

Take Lemon Street to the tip top of the 
hill, and it even seems a bit rural. You’ll 
smell eucalyptus trees, and maybe even 
spot a horse! 

When the sun goes down, we have a 
less-PC suggestion, one that’s probably a 
favorite of teens at Villa Park High. One 
positive aspect of the city is its overly 
written-about lack of streetlights and its 
underappreciated abundance of quiet, 
safe streets. What better place to get 
high and look at the stars without the 
paranoia of being bothered? We recom¬ 
mend parking your car in an inconspicu¬ 
ous location—i.e., not directly in front 
of someone’s house who’s home—and 
taking a long walk with your pipe or joint. 
Because it’s so dark, only passing cars will 
see you, and you’ll have enough notice 
to put the goods down before they pass 
by. Bring a friend and enjoy the warm 
summer night where the stars are a little 
more visible. 

If you’re looking for structured 
activity, there is one community event 
in Villa Park during the summer. On 
June 21, you can participate in the city’s 
5K & 10K Run/Walk. It’s $30 to $50 to 
register for the race, depending on the 
date you register and the distance you 
plan to go. The funds from the mara¬ 
thon will benefit the Villa Park Library 
(also located in the Villa Park Town 
Center!). According to the website 
(villaparkrun.com), the city is “pulling 
out all the stops this year.” We’re not 
sure how many stops could be pulled, 
and if you don’t reside in the city, it’s 
probably pointless—but if you do, give 
it a try! Most of us could use more exer¬ 
cise, and you might as well support the 
one positive government entity in the 
one shopping center this little city has, 
Deborah Pauley be damned.

Challenge: Name three things to do in 
Yorba Linda without using the words 
“Nixon” or “library.” Can you? No. Three 
types of people visit the Nixon Library 
(18001 Yorba Linda Blvd., 714-993-5075; 
nixonfoundation.org): school groups, 
people who are gamely visiting every 
presidential library and suffered two 
hours’ traffic from the Reagan Library 
in Simi Valley, and the people who are 
really serious about their love of the Dick, 
which is just plain weird. So what to do in 
the summer in Orange County’s northeast 
corner? Plenty. 

Start by hopping on your road bike 
and heading to the entrance of the 
Santa Ana River Trail, just off the 91 

freeway and Green River Road on the 
Orange/Riverside county line. From 
there it’s an easy 60 miles to the beach 
and back; on weekends, hundreds of 
cyclists set out in the first morning light, 
trying to time their journey so they get 
the offshore wind on the way down

By 10 a.m., though, the serious cyclists 
have mostly given way to casual riders 
and families taking short rides through 
the parks, and if you’re not the kind of 
person who likes to be seen in public 
in skin-tight riding gear, this is when 
you should head out. Spend a couple 
of hours tooling around, head toward 
Orange or Anaheim, then come back and 
clean up.

ca.us/sbb.php). If you squint as you enter 
the ranch house, you can almost get the 
sense that perhaps Yorba Linda wasn’t 
always a suburban outpost of tastefully 
curved residential streets and homes that 
range from the merely oversized to the 
truly palatial, that it was once Rancho 
Canon de Santa Ana, a Mexican land- 
grant rancho sold off in the 19th century. 

Did you know that tucked away within 
the stately confines of these badlands lie 
the last vestiges of Orange County’s once- 
influential Danish community? Once a 
month during the summer, the Danish 
Church (16881 Bastanchury Rd., 714-993- 
6362; danishchurchsocal.com) and its 
pastors host an outdoor service followed 
by a barbecue with Danish specialties. If 
you’re looking for a gateway to Swedish, 
you can enroll your kids in Danish sum¬ 
mer camp here. 

And no matter your summer plans, 
you’ll inevitably be stuck at some point 
in the choking eastbound traffic on the 



91 freeway. Save yourself, and take a rest 
at Sushi Noguchi (18507 Yorba Linda 
Blvd., 714-777-6789; sushinoguchi.com). 
Sit at the blond-paneled bar and order 
omakase. If your experience with sushi 


is dragon rolls and eel sauce, start with 
the set omakase, which incorporates 
cooked ingredients as well as raw. If 
you’re spouting off the Japanese names 
for fish —kampachi and saba and tako— 


then you should put yourself fully in 
Hiro’s hands. 

Oh, and there’s that presidential 
library, too.

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OC Screams for Ice Cream 

Six places to explore and get ice-cream headaches this summer

I n my humble opinion, there’s still no 
better deal than Rite Aid for scoops of 
its Thrifty’s brand ice cream. It’s $1.79 as 
of this writing, and after all these years, it’s 
still served with those cylindrical scoops 
that go ka-chunk. This summer, if I’m not 
having a single scoop of Chocolate Malted 
Crunch outside of the Rite Aid in Tustin, 
then I’m at Strickland’s near UC Irvine 
to see whatever flavor the gleaming steel 
machines mixed fresh that day. But there’s 
more ice cream where that came from. 
Herewith are six more places for when 
you’ll allow yourself to be calorically irre¬ 
sponsible and happy this summer. 

B. CAIMDY 

If there were a cuter, more kawaii dessert 
boutique than B. Candy, it would have to 
exist in some sugar-addled teen’s Hello 
Kitty fantasy. On the shelves are gigantic 
Peeps plush toys, Pucker Powder sold 
by the spout and pinkness everywhere. 

The bar stools are fashioned to resemble 
cupcakes and ice cream cones. And when 
you finally pull yourself away from brows¬ 
ing the merchandise, you discover the ice 
cream is made by someone who’s obviously 
very skilled at the art. It’s texturally perfect 
and exists in so many intriguing flavors it’s 
difficult to settle on just one. The Froot 
Loops tastes exactly like the cereal. And if 
you decide on the one made with Whop¬ 
pers, you find the malted essence of the 
movie-theater candy slyly worked into the 
ice cream itself. One of the best flavors is 
the Cookie Monster; named after the Ses¬ 
ame Street monster and colored blue in his 
honor, it not only has cookie dough pieces, 
but also probably Oreos and everything else 
the notoriously ravenous cookie junkie 
might consume in one of his binges.

CONFETTI ITALIAN ICE & CUSTARD 

Are you experimental? A control freak? 
Confetti is the ice cream parlor for you. 

On offer here are about 10 frozen custards 
piped out of machines with the taste and 
texture of Costco’s froyo and about 20 
different Italian ice flavors scooped out 
from bins. What you do with these choices 
would take some fancy math to figure out 
the virtually limitless flavor combinations. 
And that’s not even counting the dozen 
sauces you can drizzle on top. If you’re too 
overwhelmed, you can choose from the 
recommended formulations of “parfait” 
(that’s what the owners call these Italian- 
ice-and-frozen-custard combos). The 
simplest one is “50/50 bar”: orange Italian 
ice plus vanilla custard. It tastes better than 
the original you had in your youth. 1175 
Baker St., Ste. E-22, Costa Mesa, (714) 545- 
1175. Small cup of custard, $4; small cup of 
Italian ice, $3.50; small parfait, $3.75. 

CREAMISTRY 

Yes, Creamistry is gimmicky and can be 
shockingly expensive. Yes, since it’s as popu¬ 
lar as Afters (which we’ve already reviewed 
before), it can often take the patience of 
a saint to endure a slow-moving line, and 
then, after that, you still have to wait for 
your ice cream to be made. Also, it’s so noisy 
in there you’re liable to get a real headache 
before you endure the ice cream one. But 
the rewards outweigh the inconveniences 
because Creamistry’s ice cream is actually 
very good. It’s velvet-smooth, dense as anti¬ 
matter and completely devoid of ice crys¬ 
tals. Say what you will about the overuse 
of liquid nitrogen in restaurants that tout 
molecular gastronomy; liquid nitrogen is 
made for making ice cream. Plus, it’s wicked 
cool to witness the waterfall of white fog 
that cascades out of the modified food pro¬ 
cessors as if a Rush concert’s about to start. 
And since you waited this long and paid this 


much, you might as well spring for one of 
the wonderful waffle bowls. Creamistry 
makes them fresh, from scratch, right there 
in front of you, with hints of cinnamon 
in the batter.

CHRISTOPHER MICHAEL CHOCOLATES 

For such an upmarket brand that touts its 
credentials as chocolatier for the Academy 
Awards and Grammys, you’d expect a better 
location for Christopher Michael Choco¬ 
lates. It’s on the one-way part of Newport 
Boulevard that parallels the 55, in a strip 
mall with a liquor store and a massage par¬ 
lor that advertises “colon hydrotherapy” in 
neon. On top of that, the hours are incon¬ 
venient. It’s not open on Sundays, and it 
closes up shop before 7 p.m. most weekdays 
and by 5 p.m. on Saturdays. But despite all 
this, you want to seek out the Frozen Cow 
Creamery because this specialty chocolate 
maker also churns a chocolate ice cream 
that has no equal. It tastes as chocolate ice 
cream should: deeply resonant of cocoa 
and completely addicting since it’s never, 
ever cloying. The rest of the flavor selec¬ 
tion is small, but will occasionally include 
the rarely seen but wonderfully complex 
Lavender Honey. 2346 Newport Blvd.,

POOF ICE CREAM 

By the time Poof Ice Cream opened in 
sleepy Buena Park Downtown, Creamistry 
in Irvine proved there was a market for 
using liquid nitrogen and mixers to turn 
milk, cream and sugar instantly into what 
you previously thought was just fine pre¬ 
frozen. Poof is a smaller outfit. The prices 


are scribbled in pen. There’s a whiteboard 
on which someone has drawn a cartoon 
in marker. And when you order some ice 
cream, the two gents who work here will 
sometimes forgo the mixers and just swirl 
the liquid nitrogen into the milk by hand. 
The flavors largely start from the jarred 
powders, stirred into the liquid as though 
they were making glasses of Ovaltine, 
but range from the interesting (Mexican 
cocoa) to the downright weird (habanero, 
chipotle and chocolate, and curry and 
chocolate). The texture of Poof’s ice cream 
isn’t as smooth as Creamistry’s, existing 
somewhere between a Wendy’s Frosty and 
frozen yogurt, but still, how cool is it that it 
involves tanks of that chemical that froze 
the T1000 into a popsicle in Terminator 2?

SPRINKLES ICE CREAM 

You’ve no doubt heard of Sprinkles, the 
cupcakery loved by Hollywood starlets and 
those who look up to Hollywood starlets. 
At this spinoff shop, the best flavor is of 
course the one that actually has cupcakes 
in it—the red velvet, which is essentially 
just vanilla ice cream with crumbled pieces 
of Sprinkles’ signature cupcake and cream 
cheese frosting mixed into it. It’s decadent 
and will probably go straight to your hips, 
but it’s also surprisingly light and fluffy— 
dessert kismet when you realize someone 
has engineered the eating of both cake and 
ice cream in a single spoonful. Just as you’d 
want to match your shoes to your purse, 
it would be ideal to have the red velvet ice 
cream in one of the freshly made red velvet 
cones.

She's a 
real beaut, although one that doesn't 
accompany me in this column's esca¬ 
pades until I appear on KCRW-FM 89.9's 
Good Food With Evan Kleiman and plug 
a restaurant I reviewed for this infernal 
rag months before. About the most I've 
been able to turn her on to is aguachile 
(thanks to the Mexican magus that 
is Carlos Salgado at Taco Maria) and 
aguas frescas, those refreshing drinks 
based on fruits, fruits and more fruits. 

Aguas frescas ("fresh waters" in 
Spanish, perhaps the most beautifully 
redundant name for a foodstuff ever) 
are a staple of Southern California at 
this point—if you haven't yet tasted 
the saccharine sweetness of horchata, 
Jamaica's tart vigor or the wallop of tang 
that is tamarindo, you must've moved 
into Leisure World in the 1970s. And it's 
this familiarity that unfortunately makes 
most Mexican restaurants skimp on 
the quality, leaving them unafraid to 
buy powdered mierda and pass it off to 
the public at large. Mexicans can tell 
the good stuff from the bad, yet far too 
often, they tolerate the bad. Enough! 

The following is a list of my favorite 
aguas frescas in no particular order, 
along with the best places to buy them. 

HORCHATA 

I hate to admit it, but Salvadorans 
make a far-better horchata than we 
Mexis, with its touch of toasted rice 
and cinnamon. Izalco (300 W. Fifth 
St., Santa Ana, 714-973-0554; www. 
izalco-restaurant.com) makes theirs 
fresh daily, and makes sure that no 
sediments lurk at the bottom like 
far too many horchatas. For those 
who want to stick to Mexico, try the 
horchata preparada at El Fortin ( 10444 
Dale Ave., Stanton, 714-252-9120; 
elfortinrestaurant.com), spiked with 
cactus-fruit syrup, walnuts and melon. 


AGUA DE LIMON 

Otherwise known as limeade, the Mexi¬ 
can version focuses on the boldness of 
lime instead of dumping a cup of sugar in 
liquid. Cafe Calacas (324 W. Fourth St., 
Santa Ana, 714-662-2002; cafecalacas. 
com) usually has it in stock—order one 
with which to wash down a spectacular 
Don Benjamin sandwich. 

AGUA DE PLATANO 

The best variety of aguas frescas is 
offered by El Gallo Giro ( 1442 S. Bristol 
St., Ste. 1A, Santa Ana, 714-549-2011; 
www.gallogiro.com), everything from the 
tried-and-true to rarities such as chia and 
even cactus—not cactus fruit, but nopal 
(about the best thing that can be said 
about it is its health benefits). The best 
choice is the rare agua de platano—or 
banana water, which straddles the fine 
point between being a beverage and being 
a smoothie and tastes as though you're 
drinking a banana cream pie. 

ENSALADA 

It translates as "salad," and I guess it 
technically is a fruit salad, but this Salva¬ 
doran classic functions as the best fruit 
punch in the world: bits of red and green 
apples, oranges, pineapples and nances, 
which are native to Central America.... 
Wait, am I praising Salvis again? Regret¬ 
tably, yes, but I know when those cerotes 
have us beat. Try the ensalada at Cuzcatlan 
(1330 S. Magnolia Ave., Anaheim, 714-503- 
5814; www. cuzcatlanrestaurant. com) 
while gorging on a plate-sized pupusa. 

AGUA DE MAMEY 

Mamey is one of the most underrated 
fruits of Latin America, a football-sized 
beast that produces a thick, custard-like 
flesh. In the drink version, it's usually 
spiked with condensed milk, producing an 
agua fresca that makes horchata taste like 
pond scum. Most weekends, you can find 
it atthe Northgate Gonzalez Supermarket 
on the corner of Main and Cubbon streets 
in SanTana, which just happens to be 
where the legendary Alebrije's lonchera 
parks. Order a taco acorazado, go in to get 
your agua de mamey, get yourtaco, and 
then enjoy summer in SanTana.

Cylindrical Gods 

The six most important burritos in burrito history

B urritos have been on my mind 

lately, and not just because of the 
whole pendejada involving Chipo- 
tle putting short stories by authors on its 
cups and bags, none of whom are Latinos. 
I’m doing something with burritos that 
will come out... soon, and I think I’m 
going to have one at 2 a.m. just for the 
hell of it. But back to the Chipotle mess: 
While Americans love to gorge on the 
cylindrical gods, they seem to not care 
about its past, its history, its pioneers 
(a topic I cover ad nauseam in my book 
Taco USA: How Mexican Food Conquered 
America ). So let’s rectify that, shall we? 

THE IIMTERGALACTIC 
BREAKFAST BURRITO 

Taco USA begins with the amazing scene 
of America’s astronauts enjoying breakfast 
burritos in outer space. Astronauts have 
been eating Mexican food in the heavens 
since the 1980s, and what was once consid¬ 
ered a joke is now so crucial to the NASA 
diet that it has spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars trying to figure out how to make 
a tortilla that will last in space for months 
without rotting. Doesn’t matter; according 
to astronauts, their favorite space tortillas 
come from an unnamed tortilleria in Hous¬ 
ton, which many sneak up with them. 

THE EARLIEST-MENTIONED BURRITO 
IN ENGLISH 

Burritos are only recent immigrants to the 
United States. The earliest mention dates 
back to Erna Fergusson’s 1934 Mexican 
Cookbook. Fergusson describes them as 
‘Tittle burros,” as “burros” is still the name 
associated in Arizona and Sonora with 
what the rest of the world calls “burritos.” 
Is there an even-earlier recipe out there? 

THE BURRITOS THAT FED BRACEROS 

Burritos did not start getting eaten en 
masse until the late 1940s and early 1950s 
with the advent of the bracero program, 
the joint U.S.-Mexico agreement in which 
Mexico agreed to subject its citizens to 
cheap wages (that were still better than 
what they got in la patria) in American 
agricultural jobs. To seem like benevolent 
massas. the American farmers would 


feed the workers burritos. Only problem? 
Almost all the braceros came from cen¬ 
tral Mexico, where flour tortillas were 
unknown, let alone burritos. Which meant 
that braceros despised burritos—welcome 
to America! 

THE FROZEN BURRITOS 
OF RIVERSIDE 

Gabachos making fortunes off burritos 
would become a trend, and the best non- 
Chipotle example is with OC resident 
Duane R. Roberts. In 1964, he released 
the first frozen burrito, eventually mak¬ 
ing millions off bachelors, school kids 
and 7-Eleven fans. Roberts made so much 
money he was eventually able to buy Riv¬ 
erside’s iconic Mission Inn and refurbish 
it. Burritos make and buy history, folks! 

THE BURRITO THAT GAVE HOMER 
SIMPSON A SCAR 

In the legendary episode in which 
Homer becomes the head of the Spring- 
field Nuclear Power Plant workers’ 
union, there’s a quick scene showing him 
at a lonchera and demanding, “Where’s 
my burrito? Where’s my burrito?” while 
pounding on the food truck’s window 
... until the fold-up door collapses and 
smashes him on the head. It’s the only 
fictional burrito allowed on this list 
because, hey, it’s The Simpsonsl Just fur¬ 
ther proof it’s the most-Latino show on 
television—until Bordertown comes on 
the air, anyway.... 

THE DEL TACO BEAN-AND- 
CHEESE BURRITO 

I’ve gone on record multiple times 
proclaiming my love for the Del Taco 
half-pound bean-and-cheese bur¬ 
rito that costs $1.08 with taxes, and 
not just because it’s so delicious. 
Eating this burrito is consuming liv¬ 
ing, breathing history because the 
first burritos to capture the fancy 
of Southern California (the burrito 
capital of America) were these. Del 
Taco has not fundamentally changed 
its recipe in its 50-plus years—why 
bother with perfection?

This cafe puts just about everything in a crepe 


D elightful is one of those adjectives 
that almost makes you cringe 
from the doily-fringed feelings of 
charm it inevitably conjures. It brings to 
mind images of crustless tea sandwiches, 
babies wearing bow ties and senior citi¬ 
zens who do yoga. But quesadillas made 
of crepes? 

At Delightful Crepes in deep East Long 
Beach, sure, those can be delightful, too. 

Not that being full of delight is a bad 
thing; it’s just that Delightful Crepes uses 
the word more as a catchall term for the 
cafe’s scatterbrained usage of the thin 
French pastry. Taking up the last unit in a 
tree-filled suburban strip mall, the all-day 
food spot could easily be called Eclectic 
Crepes, Adventurous Crepes or Weird 
Crepes That Are Actually Amazing and 
still not be lying. 

Anyone expecting a strictly French-bis¬ 
tro experience here, however, will likely 
only find satisfaction in the garden-style 
interior and delicate cup-and-saucer sets 
because instead of serving their crepes 
with only such traditional toppings as 
butter, sugar or Nutella, Delightful Crepes 
also insists on filling them with Califor¬ 
nia-inspired ingredients—from eggs and 
bacon to eggplant and feta cheese. 

Each of the cafe’s crepes uses the thin, 
sweet pancake in a different way, so the 
menu reads like an ode to the unexpected 
versatility of the pastry. For breakfast, 
there are yogurt-parfait crepes (filled 
with bananas, walnuts and vanilla yogurt, 
the crepe a carby replacement for the 
absent granola) and a Crepe Italian (with 
the crepe giving the eggs, bell peppers, 
mozzarella and marinara sauce an inter¬ 
national omelet feel). 

At lunch, the options get even bolder, 
with pizza crepes, fajita crepes, chicken- 
chipotle crepes and something called a 
“crepesadilla,” which replaces a flour 
tortilla with a sweet crepe and stuffs it 
with all the fixings for a nearly dessert¬ 
like chicken quesadilla. With an extra $15 
to spare, you can even get a California 
Crepe, which features imitation crab

meat and a dijon creme sauce, or a salmon 
crepe filled with baked fish, spinach and 
mozzarella cheese—each wrapping its 
otherwise savory components in an unex¬ 
pected hint of sugar. 

Delightful Crepes leaves few stones 
unturned when it comes to American¬ 
izing the crepe, giving it Mexican, Italian 
and other SoCal twists that are a far cry 
from the Parisian specialties served at 
nearby La Creperie on Second Street. 
Gluten-free and whole-wheat options 
round out the probable menu blasphemy, 
though it should be noted that ordering 
either is the only way to get an unsweet¬ 
ened version of the wrap. 

Operated by a local family since 2008, 
Delightful Crepes is a neighborhood 
cafe that could have gotten away with 
just being another breakfast-and-lunch 
spot with the typical menu of messy 
scrambles and overportioned salads. But, 
thankfully, the owners took a chance, 
bought a few crepe machines, drew up 
some oddball-sounding (yet surprisingly 
edible) recipes, and, through the imagi¬ 
native use of a simple French pastry, won 
the hearts and stomachs of suburban 
Long Beach. How delightful!

Summer Movies Don’t Have to Suck 

Flicks to look into on the edge of tomorrow—and the next months

T he phrase “summer movies” will 

never not mean broad, action-driven 
crowd-pleasers to me: I counted the 
days until Batman (June 23,1989), Termi¬ 
nator 2: Judgment Day (July 3,1991), and 
Jurassic Park (June 11,1993) were released. 
For every Dark Knight there are 10 Pro- 
metheuses— and that’s just among the films 
that are actually trying to be good—but the 
hype and anticipation of summer movies 
remains a fun spectator sport. (More fun 
than sports, anyway.) Here, 10 from Memo¬ 
rial Day weekend and after for which I have, 
as the song says, high hopes. 

IT MIGHT GET LOUD (SCI-FI/ACTIOIM) 
X-Men: Days of Future Past 

So far, three out of four X-Men pictures have 
delivered the goods. This time-traveling 
epic melds the cast of the first three (Hugh 
Jackman, Patrick Stewart, etc.), set in “the 
not too distant future,” with the 1960s com¬ 
pany of 2011’s X-Men: First Class (Michael 
Fassbender, Jennifer Lawrence, James 
McAvoy—what do you want from a movie, 
anyway? Peter Dinklage? Done.) Based 
on a beloved storyline from the Uncanny 
X-Men comic book, this one has the X-Men 
of a bleak future, in which mutant-human 
warfare has scorched the Earth, dispatch¬ 
ing Wolverine back to the Nixon era to do 
a little history-tinkering. Why do we care? 
Because Bryan Singer, who directed the first 
two, has returned. There’s a severe risk this 
thing could be an overcrowded, incompre¬ 
hensible mess, but Singer has earned some 
faith. Even his Superman Returns was an 
interesting failure, a surprisingly gentle, 
muted blockbuster. At least it wasn’t another 
cookie-cutter spandex-and-CGI multi¬ 
platform-synergy deliverable. Confidence: 

70 percent. (Now playing) 

Edge of Tomorrow 

Eerily youthful 51-year-old Tom Cruise’s 
second humans-vs.-alien invaders flick 
in two years has a Groundhog Day-like 
premise: Each day, his character perishes 
in battle trying to defend Earth, then 
wakes up, memories intact, to live that 
day and fight that fight again. If we’re to 
sit through the same battle scene several 
times, please let it be briefer and more 
bracing than the ones in every Marvel 
movie. The film is based on a Japanese 
novella by the superior (if syntactically 
suspect) title All You Need Is Kill. In the 
trailer, Cruise and Emily Blunt bound 
around in suits of powered armor like 
the kind Robert Heinlein wrote about in 
Starship Troopers. Cruise’s late-career 
retrench as an action star has been work¬ 
ing for him, mostly, and director Doug 
Liman is a veteran of troubled produc¬ 
tions that emerged as solid popcorn flicks, 
namely, The Bourne Identity and Mr. and 
Mrs. Smith. (Also Swingers, lest we forget, 


baby.) Bill Paxton is in this, too? I’m there. 
Confidence: 60 percent. (Now playing) 

Snowpiercer 

After a too-successful attempt to reverse 
global warming ushers in a new ice age, 
the remnants of humankind live aboard 
a massive train that never stops moving, 
and where a rigid class system is enforced. 
“Absurd!” says you. “Fable-like,” says I. The 
South Korean/American co-production, 
based on a French graphic novel and shot 
entirely in Prague, marks the English- 
language debut of South Korean direc¬ 
tor Bong Joon-ho, who made 2006’s fine 
allegorical creature feature The Host. It’ll 
be a worldly picture, if nothing else. Chris 
Evans, John Hurt and Tilda Swinton are 
all in it, along with two of The Host’s stars, 
Song Kang-ho and Ko Ah-sung. Already a 
hit in South Korea, where it was released 
in August 2013, the picture sounds like a 
modern Soylent Green or a smarter riff on 
2013’s disappointing Elysium. Confidence: 
80 percent. (June 27, limited release) 

Lucy 

Six years into the glorious reign of Marvel 
Studios and still only vague, noncommit¬ 
tal rumblings about a Black Widow solo 
flick? Screw that. After Under the Skin—the 
best thing that’s sauntered into cinemas 
this year—we are living in the age of Scar¬ 
lett Johansson. Here she stars as a drug 
mule who gains superpowers after a bag of 
whatever she’s smugglingruptures inside 
her body. Quality control is nonexistent 
with writer/director Luc Besson, who has 
become the David O. Selznick of sleazy 
action flicks, writing and producing the 
Taken trilogy, among others. Here, the direc¬ 
tor of La Femme Nikita and Leon: The Pro¬ 
fessional returns to the big chair, shooting in 
Paris, New York and Taipei, in the world’s 
tallest building. I have a feeling he and 
Johansson will bring something out in each 
other. Confidence: 60 percent. (Aug. 8) 

LAUGH IT UP, FUZZBALL (COMEDIES) 
They Came Together 

Talk about kicking a genre while it’s down. 
This fifth collaboration of director David 
Wain and star Paul Rudd sends up romantic 
comedies, positioning Rudd and the up-for- 
anything Amy Poehler as lovers and rivals. 
The script is by Wain and Michael Showal- 
ter, who wrote the inexhaustibly hilarious 
Wet Hot American Summer together. Among 
the cast of comedians—Bill Hader, Cobie 
Smulders, Ed Helms, Ken Marino—famous 
scowlers Christopher Meloni and Michael 
Shannon should really shine. Confidence: 

80 percent. (June 27) 

Let's Be Cops 

If any movie on this list could make Godzilla 
seem highbrow, it’s this bro-y farce about 


two 30-year-old frat boys who dress as 
policemen for a costume party before 
Wackiness Ensues. Why, then? The bros 
are Damon Wayans Jr. and Jake John¬ 
son, who’ve already proven their comic 
chemistry on TV’s New Girl. Rob Riggle is 
here, too, along with a lot of groin-injury 
jokes, presumably. Come the sweltering, 
skull-softening dog days of August, you’ll 
be begging to fork over your $12. Q: Can I 
explain why I’m more excited for this than 
for 22 Jump Street ? A: Not really; Channing 
Tatum/Jonah Hill fatigue, maybe. Confi¬ 
dence: 50.001 percent. (Aug. 13) 

The Trip to Italy 

A road movie about two past-their-prime 
Brits wining and dining their way through 
the sun-dappled Italian countryside? Only 
if they’re Steve Coogan and Rob Brydon, 
reuniting with director Michael Winterbot- 
tom in this second course to 2011’s The Trip. 
(Like that film, this was a BBC series whit¬ 
tled to feature length for a theatrical run.) If 
The Trip is a reliable harbinger, they’ll keep 
the annoying foodie-talk to a minimum and 
the simmering mutual antagonism—and 
perhaps the dueling Michael Caine impres¬ 
sions—turned up to 11. Confidence: 80 
percent. (Aug. 15, limited) 

THE METHOD RHYTHM (DRAMAS) 
Night Moves 

Who knows why co-writer/director Kelly 
Reichardt repurposed the title of a great 
Arthur Penn detective movie from 1975 for 
her drama about environmental activists 
plotting to blow up a dam? Her brilliant, 
languorous western, Meek’s Cutoff, was the 


spiritual photo-negative of the “summer 
movie,” thoughtful and unresolved. This 
one has at least a whiff of a thriller engine, 
which could be a good thing or a less-good 
thing. Stars Jesse Eisenberg, Dakota Fan¬ 
ning and Peter Sarsgaard. Sold. Confidence: 
80 percent. (Now playing) 

Boyhood 

Writer/director Richard Linklater re-teams 
with his Before trilogy confederate Ethan 
Hawke for this story of a kid’s shifting rela¬ 
tionship with his divorced parents (Hawke 
and Patricia Arquette). In 2002, Linklater 
cast 7-year-old Ellar Coltrane and shot 
scenes with him every summer through 
2013, allowing us to watch Coltrane grow 
into a young man before our eyes. Has no 
one used this gimmick in a fiction film 
before now? Not on this scale, apparently. 
I’m glad a filmmaker as sensitive and reli¬ 
able as Linklater got there first. Confidence: 
95 percent. (July 11, limited) 

A Most Wanted Man 

Who better to direct a twitchy John le 
Carre adaptation set in post-9/11 Hamburg 
than Anton Corbijn, the photographer- 
turned-filmmaker who got U2 to not-smile 
for album covers for decades? His prior 
existential thriller, 2010’s The American, 
was a lean, chilly gem that hearkened 
back to the morally ambiguous suspense 
pictures of the ’70s. Besides featuring one 
of Philip Seymour Hoffman’s final perfor¬ 
mances (the film was shot in 2012), the film 
features Rachel McAdams, Robin Wright, 
Willem Dafoe and Daniel Bruhl. Confi¬ 
dence: 85 percent. (July 25, limited) 
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Blockbusted 

Anne Thompson asks if Hollywood has forgotten 

how to make money

L et’s rewind 20 years, to the sum¬ 
mer of 1994. O. J. Simpson has been 
arrested for murder; the World Cup 
is in America and being ignored; and the 
biggest hits at the multiplex are Forrest 
Gump, The Lion King, True Lies and Speed. 
Notice anything odd about those movies? 
There’s not a sequel or superhero among 
them. In fact, in ’94, only two sequels 
were even released. This summer, we 
have 14. 

“The idea before was that tentpoles 
were supposed to be four poles that held 
up a slate, and the slate was extremely 
diverse,” says Anne Thompson, Holly¬ 
wood analyst and author of The $11 Billion 
Year, a detailed month-by-month break¬ 
down of the modern movie machine in 
2012 , the record-setting year of the title. 
“If you went back 20 years ago, you’d see 
a much broader slate and budgets and 
genres and audiences.” 

The $11 Billion Year is an insight into 
the madness, pressure and superstitions 
of the major studios to produce expen¬ 
sive sequels (“an antediluvian model that 
they’re keeping going in a denial of the 
forces of change”), while keeping tabs on 
the indies from their film festival debuts 
to awards season campaigns. It explains 
why Universal spent $300 million on Bat¬ 
tleship when they already knew it would 
flop, as well as how Ben Affleck charmed 
his way to an Oscar. (And then, of course, 
decided to become Batman.) 

As we wade into another mega-sum¬ 
mer, there’s already blood in the water: 
Despite being on track to make at least 
$600 million worldwide, The Amaz¬ 
ing Spider-Man 2 was so expensive it’s 
a financial loss. Is the spend-money-to- 
make-money model broken? The industry 
doesn’t think so—yet. 

“The studios have billions to play 
with. It’s almost like they take these 
enormous bets knowing they can afford 
to fail,” says Thompson. 

Last summer, Steven Spielberg warned 
that Hollywood’s new paradigm will shift, 


but only after a half-dozen overpriced 
bombs. Will that be summer 2014? “A lot 
of them aren’t going to do well,” admits 
Thompson, but it’s in the studio heads’ 
interest to spin the story favorably so they 
can keep their jobs. “The five that do the 
best eat up most of the box office and make 
the numbers look good for everyone else.” 

The long-term problem is studios are 
spending so much money on franchise 
movies they can’t afford to make anything 
else. A dearth of midsize films means 
they’re not only homogenizing their slate 
and shortchanging the audience, they’re 
shortchanging themselves of the chance 
to find the next wave of hit-makers. 

“The middle is where you have the 
future Christopher Nolans, the Darren 
Aronofskys,” notes Thompson. 

Still, Thompson doesn’t automatically 
hate sequels. She’s eager to see 22 Jump 
Street, Dawn of the Planet of the Apes and 
Sin City: A Dame to Kill For— films that 
might demonstrate directorial personality 
despite crushing financial pressures—and 
loved How to Train Your Dragon 2. “It’s 
very Shakespearean,” she says. 

But so far this summer, Thompson 
has been most impressed by Neighbors, 
which she calls “an example of doing 
everything right.” Initially, it was written 
about two male roommates living next to 
a frat house, a setup with greater appeal 
to the superhero crowd. The produc¬ 
ers swapped one bro out for a woman, 
and then Seth Rogen insisted they make 
the wife as funny as the guys. Neigh¬ 
bors opened to $49 million, and women 
bought 53 percent of the tickets. 

As a bonus, at $18 million, Neighbors is 
eyebrow-raisingly cheap. When—not if— 
the modern mega-blockbusters implode 
in their race to be the biggest of all time, 
Hollywood should consider adopting it as 
their new model. “What you really have 
to have is returns on investment,” says 
Thompson, adding with a joking nod to 
her title, “Records are meaningless.”

The Signal is too busy blowing minds to tell a story

T here’s still one kind of dread that 
today’s genre filmmakers can reli¬ 
ably stir up: the fear that everything 
we’ve been watching onscreen is going to 
be upended by some last-minute twist, that 
all the clues and portents we’ve puzzled 
over will be swept away in favor of some 
revelation so big that nothing preceding it 
actually needs to add up to it—like, what if 
the whole time, Kevin Spacey’s just been 
making it all up as a story to soothe his 
dog? And maybe the dog’s actually been 
dead since the first scene? (Kevin Spacey is 
not in The Signal. Perhaps that’s the twist.) 

After its first-rate opening, in which 
a pair of MIT code-bros pick through a 
creepy desert house in the middle of the 
night, The Signal never stops suggesting 
it’s barreling toward one of those twists. 
There are clues everywhere. At the end 
of their break-in, scalding light pours 
down from the heavens, we glimpse a 
body ripped into the air, and then the 
chief code-bro wakes up in some hospital 
where the clocks don’t work, the tech’s 
all Lost-island retro, and a doctor played 
by Laurence Fishburne is asking him to 
identify simple shapes and colors. 

“Have you had an encounter with an 
EBE?” Fishburne asks, his face seemingly 
magnified a couple of times by the face 
shield of his hazmat suit. He pauses, allows 
some drama to swell, and then clarifies: 

“An extraterrestrial biological entity?” 

Fishhburne’s character records that 
conversation on a ’70s cassette player. 
This is not how non-twist doctors behave. 

Code-bro, played with the requisite 
panicky incomprehension by Brenton 
Thwaites, can’t say whether he’s seen 
an EBE. All he knows is that he’s locked 
in a bedroom, that he might be infected 
with extraterrestrial contagions, and that 
his MIT buddy—imprisoned elsewhere 
in Twist-Ending Hospital—occasionally 
whispers to him through an air vent, a 
development so convenient you can’t buy 
it for a second. The guys, both suppos¬ 


edly smart, plot together in what they 
presume is secret. Since no one could 
believe this isn’t set up by Fishburne et 
al., the audience is stuck a step ahead of 
the characters, but not in any suspenseful 
way; we’re just waiting these scenes out 
to see what’s really going on, even when 
those scenes are well-crafted. 

The persuasive power of individual 
moments suggests that director William 
Eubank has a bright future—and could 
push himself harder when writing his 
scripts. He gives us crisp, exciting break¬ 
outs and desert showdowns, and the hero 
develops something like a superpower 
that inspires one scene of effective man- 
vs.-truck stuntwork. But the drama keeps 
collapsing. On the lam, long-separated 
characters the authorities can’t locate hap¬ 
pen to bump into one another in a desert 
hiding spot, which is either an insulting 
coincidence or another setup, not that 
that’s any more satisfying. The great frus¬ 
tration of stories that gun for the twist 
rather than narrative coherence: They task 
audiences with making excuses for sloppy 
plotting, with accepting dumb stuff now in 
the promise of something clever later. 

What comes in this case isn’t clever 
at all. Climactic revelations upend all 
expectations—except the expectation that 
precisely that will happen. The surprise 
makes most of what came before not just 
inconsequential but risible. You know 
what could have made a thrilling twist? 
Developing the established story, themes 
and characters into something satisfy¬ 
ing before trying to splatter our minds 
all over the theater like chunks of Galla¬ 
gher’s watermelons.

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Comedy In Panic 

We wouldn’t care if the Jump Street guys were gay

O ne of the biggest selling points 
of 21 Jump Street, the 2012 TV- 
remake comedy, turned out to be 
its seemingly unscripted lunacy, the way 
it put Channing Tatum and Jonah Hill 
in police-shorts outfits and let them riff 
on their characters’ mutual ineptitude. 
Sometimes you need a little flapdoodle, 
and the fun of watching Tatum and Hill 
ribbing each other for 90-odd minutes 
was more than enough to make up for 
the movie’s bumpy, bagful-of-gags shape. 
As undercover cops who pose as teenag¬ 
ers to root out drug dealers at the local 
high school, Tatum and Hill made an 
unlikely but weirdly charming team: 
Tatum’s Jenko was the sleepy-eyed jock 
with no qualms about slipping back into 
high-school society, clearly happy to 
re-create the best years of his life. Hill’s 
Schmidt was the awkward but bright 
loser who’d probably had more than a 
lifetime’s worth of being slammed into 
lockers. Their Mutt-and-Jeff bickering 
eventually mellowed into a friendship as 
comfy as a rumpled T-shirt, and watch¬ 
ing them jab elbows along the way was a 
ridiculous delight. They wore the scars 
of their bruiser bromance like late-night 
drunken tattoos. 

Now there’s a sequel, named, with bril¬ 
liant illogic, 22 Jump Street, but the magic 
has dimmed a bit. This time, Jenko and 
Schmidt have been assigned to a local 
college—their boss, once again, is played 
by a splendidly surly Ice Cube—where it’s 
their duty to find and arrest the dealer 
who’s spreading a powerful drug around 
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campus. It’s called WHYPHY (pro¬ 
nounced “Wi-Fi,” in case you couldn’t 
guess), and it’s a miracle substance that 
makes you really focused for an hour or 
so, and then totally messes up your head, 
in the good way. Unfortunately, the per¬ 
son responsible just may be Jenko’s new 
best friend, a puka-shell-wearing football 
player and frat guy named Zook (Wyatt 
Russell, son of Goldie Hawn and Kurt 
Russell and bearing the comic-timing 
DNA of both). 

Schmidt’s feelings are deeply hurt 
by Jenko’s preoccupation with his new 
buddy, though he tries to not show it. 

He keeps himself busy by scrambling 
onstage at a poetry slam (sample lyric: 
“Jesus cried. Runaway bride!”) in order to 
impress a possible love interest (played 
by Amber Stevens, an actress with Nefer- 
titi eyes). Meanwhile, Jenko and Zook 
get along like fraternity brothers: They 
spot each other during grunt-heavy 
weight-lifting sessions, and Zook is duly 
impressed by Jenko’s ability to remove 
beer-bottle caps with his eye sockets. 
Jenko and Schmidt drift apart; the movie 
makes numerous homoerotic references 
to this fading friendship, but only in a 
“Totally yankin’ your chain, bro!” way. 

It’s there that 22 Jump Street wobbles 
off the rails. The directing team of Phil 
Lord and Christopher Miller (the mas¬ 
terminds of not just 21 Jump Street, but 
also The Lego Movie and the much-loved 
Cloudy With a Chance of Meatballs), along 
with writers Michael Bacall, Oren Uziel 
and Rodney Rothman, pack the movie

with lots of loosey-goosey dynamite, jokes 
that revel in their own puerility, accom¬ 
panied by a knowing wink. But Lord and 
Miller go overboard on the nudge-nudge 
gay jokes, as when Jenko and Schmidt 
find themselves in a counseling session 
with a shrink who assumes they’re a 
couple. “I feel like he’s just not trying 
anymore!” Schmidt wails. Jenko retorts 
that he could just use a little more space. 
It’s not that this gag, or any of the others 
in 22 Jump Street, is blatantly homopho¬ 
bic. (And Hill’s recent real-life outburst, 
in which he flung an unacceptable word 
at a paparazzo who was harassing him, 
shouldn’t be held against the movie. Even 
in a world rife with teary celebrity retrac¬ 
tions, Hill’s subsequent Tonight Show 
apology suggested genuine regret.) It may 
just be that Lord and Miller are misfiring 
in their attempts to explore the com¬ 
plexities of friendships between men. But 
whatever they’re trying to say remains 
indistinct and noncommittal, even as 
they seem a little too obsessed with it; the 
recurring “gay, not-gay” jokes are neither 
particularly funny nor insightful, and they 
push the movie slightly out of whack. 


But then, suddenly, there’s Tatum’s 
Jenko trying to cut a pane of glass with a 
laser pointer, and it’s easy to forgive. 22 
Jump Street isn’t uncharitable or mean- 
spirited; at worst, it’s just confused. 

Tatum is, predictably, adorable. His Jenko 
is a pumped-up naif bumbling through 
life with a crooked smile, and Hill again 
makes a great sparring partner. Hill 
knows how to milk Schmidt’s hurt feel¬ 
ings for laughs instead of fake pathos—it’s 
a testament to his gifts that he doesn’t 
overplay the sad-sack routine. 

But the biggest surprise of 22 Jump 
Street is another duo, the identical-twin 
comedy team the Lucas Brothers (stars 
of the marvelous Comedy Central bon¬ 
bon The Super Late Morning Show, as 
well as the creators of the Fox animated 
series Lucas Bros. Moving Co.). As Jenko 
and Schmidt’s super-laid-back dorm 
neighbors Keith and Kenny Yang—their 
African-American-Chinese heritage is 
part of the joke—they not only finish each 
other’s sentences, but also reel off com¬ 
plete thoughts simultaneously, in perfect 
synchronicity. What’s wonderful is the 
surprised delight they show every time 
this happens, which is often: They turn 
to each other, facing off in their identi¬ 
cal horn-rimmed glasses and upturned 
caps, and bask in the zany wonder of their 
from-the-womb mind-meld. The Lucas 
Brothers, whose names really are Kenny 
and Keith, don’t get much screen time in 
22 Jump Street, but the movie takes a leap 
whenever they show up. They’re its big- 
gestWHYPHY high.

HOW TO TRAIN YOUR DRAGON 2 

Presumably, if you've trained your dragon 
right the first time, it shouldn't have to 
be an ongoing thing. But all dragons, it 
turns out, can learn new tricks. In some 
ways the second entry in this animated 
franchise is inferior to the first, released 
in 2010: The plot is needlessly busy, and 
much of the action is more manic and 
indistinct. But Howto Train Your Dragon 
2 cuts deeper than the first picture—it 
will be particularly resonant for anyone 
who has ever worked with or adopted 
rescue animals—and there are a few 
sequences of cartoon grandeur. Best of 
all, Dragon 2 marks the return of one of 
the most beautifully designed characters 
in modern animation, perhaps in all of 
animation, period: Toothless the dragon 
is back with a silent roar. At the end of 
the first film, young Hiccup (voiced by 
Jay Baruchel) and his good-guy dragon 
steed, Toothless, vanquished the mighty 
bad-guy dragon that was threatening the 
ancient Viking village of Berk. Hiccup lost 
a leg in the process, but as we see at the 
beginning of Dragon 2, he's more fearless 
than ever. Director Dean DeBlois keeps 
the story moving efficiently enough, and 
despite the fact that the film has too 
many structural arms and legs wiggle- 
wagging in all the wrong places, there 
are some finely tuned dramatic moments, 
including a tragic twist that might be too 
intense for really little kids. (Heck, it was 
almost too intense for me.) The numer¬ 
ous flying scenes, in which cartoon 
humans perch on the backs of their air¬ 
borne companions, are perfectly enjoy¬ 
able, especially in 3D (PG) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

A MILLION WAYS TO DIE IN THE WEST 

Seth MacFarlane is the closest thing 
we've got to Mel Brooks, a manic comic 
who empties a six-shooter at the screen 
in every scene hoping that at least a 
couple bullets hit. He wrote, directed, 
and stars in the ruthlessly funny A Million 
Ways to Die in the West, yet despite it 
being head-to-tails his project, he some¬ 
times feels layered on top of the film 
like Roger Rabbit on a live-action world. 
Oddly, or perhaps cannily, that works to 
his advantage. His character, a bachelor 
shepherd named Albert, doesn't want to 
fit into 1882 Arizona, a nasty place where 
people die from snakes, cholera, bulls, 
fast-moving tumbleweeds, exploding 
daguerreotypes, falling ice blocks, bad 
medicine, flatulence, and, of course, 
each other. Groans Albert, "We should 
all just wear coffins for clothes." Pre¬ 
mass-media and seemingly pre-literacy, 
the townspeople are so ignorant that 
Gilbert Gottfried is able to pass himself 
off as Abraham Lincoln. On the night he 
plans to flee for San Francisco, Albert 
befriends a tomboy beauty named 
Anna (Charlize Theron) who convinces 
him to stick around for a week. Since 
she's secretly married to a murderous 
outlaw (Liam Neeson), the pair are free 
to do something truly unusual for any 
Hollywood genre: pal around as platonic 
friends. (At least for a while.) It's hard to 
pin down how MacFarlane conceives of 
himself. "'I'm not the hero," Albert insists. 
"I'm the guy in the crowd making fun of 
the hero's shirt." But MacFarlane can't 
resist trying do to both, as if, deep inside 
of himself, he wants to be a real boy after 
all—an actor who might conceivably 
one day be cast in a movie without a fart 
joke. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

BELLE Although it's based on the true story 
of the illegitimate daughter of a Royal 


Navy captain and an enslaved African 
woman, Amma Asante's Belle's richest 
inspiration comes from a painting. A 1779 
double portrait shows a pretty blonde 
teenager decked out in late-18th-century 
finery, and a dark-skinned young woman 
in an equally fine gown who appears to 
be dashing out of the frame to some¬ 
place more exciting. It's impossible to 
see this grand and mysterious picture 
and not want to know her story. That's 
exactly how screenwriter Misan Sagay 
fell into writing Belle, which is highly fic¬ 
tionalized: Little is known about the black 
woman in the painting, Dido Elizabeth 
Belle, who as a young girl was sent to 
Hampstead be raised by her great uncle, 
the Earl of Mansfield. In Belle, Lord and 
Lady Mansfield (Tom Wilkinson and Emily 
Watson) briefly cluck over the color of 
her skin before fully accepting her into 
their household, along with another 
grandniece. The two little girls grow into 
young women; Dido (Gugu Mbatha-Raw) 
and Elizabeth (Sarah Gadon) become as 
close as sisters. The most compelling 
twist of Belle is that Lord Mansfield, 
in his capacity as Lord Chief Justice, 
is about to rule on a case that would 
become a fulcrum for the abolitionist 
movement: The 1781 Zong massacre, 
in which Africans on a slave ship were 
killed by the crew, ostensibly because 
there wasn't enough drinking water 
onboard. There's a great story here, but 
Asante can't quite harness its power. 
Belle moves stiffly, encumbered by too 
many petticoats of expository dialogue. 
Mbatha-Raw tries to bring the right 
proportions of elegance and warmth to 
the role, but she can't bust out of the 
movie's overpolished costume-drama 
conception. (PG) Stephanie Zacharek.

THE DISCOVERERS In his debut feature, 
Justin Schwartz is clearly drawing 
from the same bag of tricks as many 
of his indie comedy predecessors, but 
he's refining them. Even his wide, Wes 
Andersonian compositions have a pur¬ 
pose. Paintings are everywhere in this 
film about shaping history, setting up a 
nostalgic framework before the central 
characters forge out into the semi¬ 
unknown. After the death of his mother, 
harried academic Lewis (Griffin Dunne) 
is forced to return home to Idaho with 
moody teens in tow. They arrive to find 
that grieving Grandpa Stanley (Stuart 
Margolin) has begun to take his "rather 
unhealthy Lewis and Clark obsession" 
to the next level. And so the disgruntled 
tribe sets off, period costumes and all, 
reenacting the 1804 expedition with a 
band of history buffs in order to humor 
the family patriarch. Madeleine Martin 
demonstrates furtive indie starlet poten¬ 
tial as daughter Zoe, speaking in a Daria 
Morgendorffer-style monotone tinged 
with more sweetness than snark. Much 
of the comedy stems from her weary 
observations ("Did we just see some 
white dude in war paint and leather skiv¬ 
vies?"), vegan diet, and droll demeanor 
throughout one of the more disastrous 
dad-running-out-for-tampons scenarios 
ever portrayed on film. In contrast, son 
Jack (Devon Graye) doesn't say much at 
all besides the occasional "cool." The 
dysfunction may be perfunctory, but in 
this gorgeous natural setting—Schwarz 
makes full use of the stunning woods—it 
feels like new territory. The discovering 
in question involves fathers discovering 
who their children have grown up to 
be, and the idea of history, or a clumsy 
reenactment of history, is played well 
as a metaphor for one's own lineage.

EDGE OF TOMORROW Edge of Tomorrow 
is the rare summer shoot-'em-up that 
understands the fragility of life. Tom 
Cruise plays Lieutenant Colonel Bill Cage, 
a medaled propagandist who goes on 
Fox News and urges the poor to sign up 


and get slap-chopped to shreds in Earth's 
war with the Mimics, whirling space 
monsters that look like dreadlocked wigs 
dipped in steel. As he cops to his com¬ 
manding officer (Brendan Gleeson), "I do 
this to avoid doing that." Cruise's Cage 
has zero intention of joining the fight. But 
Gleeson's exasperated general conks 
him out and ships him to the front, where 
Cage wakes up on a pile of luggage and 
discovers he's been demoted to private. 

If you're expecting a hero, which you 
are, as this is Tom Cruise, you've met the 
wrong guy. Cage dies immediately. But 
then he snaps awake back on those bags 
and realizes he's going to relive and re¬ 
die the last 24 hours until he either wins 
the war or goes utterly mad from the 
Promethean torture. Directed by Doug 
Liman (The Bourne Identity), Edge of 
Tomorrow is a serious war movie cross¬ 
bred with a Looney Tune. Humanity's 
hopes are pinned on reclaiming the coast 
of France, a fight that Liman stages with 
the chaotic carnage of Saving Private 
Ryan. However, instead of olive drabs, 
the soldiers are decked out in 80-pound 
exoskeletons. The middle of the film is an 
exhausting montage of murder, the brac¬ 
ing opposite of all those movies whose 
heroes race through bullets as if they 
were as harmless as raindrops, but the 
script works better when it slows down 
and toys with our definition of suspense.

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS In life, it's 
cancer's job to try to kill you. In fiction, 
it's cancer's job to make you cry. In John 
Green's ferociously popular young-adult 
novel The Fault in Our Stars, cancer does 
its job like a pro. Without being too maud¬ 
lin or sticky, it effectively opens up the 
cathartic flow. You'd hope that 35-year- 
old director Josh Boone's film adaptation, 
which hews close to the book, should do 
the same. But something gets stuck in the 
pipeline: The Fault in Our Stars doesn't 
quite capture the discreetly twisted 
humor, or the muted anger, of Green's 
book, and its problems can be attributed 
to a constellation of little annoyances 
rather than any one serious, North Star- 
size flaw. Shailene Woodley plays Hazel 
Grace Lancaster, a 17-year-old whose 
lungs have betrayed her—as she puts 
it, they suck at being lungs. Her illness 
will kill her sooner than later. Augustus 
Waters (Ansel Elgort) is a philosophical 
ex-basketball player with a tendency 
toward grandiose pronouncements. She's 
cautious about letting their attraction 
blossom into a love affair; she doesn't 
want to leave Augustus with a hole in 


his heart when she's gone. Her resolve 
doesn't last, and it shouldn't, leading to 
a highly dubious first kiss way upstairs 
at the Anne Frank House in Amsterdam. 
Where else? Woodley is an appealing 
actress, though she needs to be reeled 
back in her big, dramatic moments, when 
her voice hits the high, nut-busting notes 
of a hectoring chipmunk. Elgort can't 
navigate his soliloquies without sound¬ 
ing annoying and pompous. But there 
are certain aspects of this half-dreamy, 
half-earthbound romance that Boone 
gets just right, and sometimes a good cry 
is just what the doctor ordered. (PG-13)

THE HORNET'S NEST The Hornet's Nest, 
an assembly by directors David Salzberg 
and Christian Tureaud of video shot by 
Mike and Carlos Boettcher, shows us 
soldiers underfire and losing comrades. 
The father-and-son war correspondents 
were embedded with U.S Army and 
Marine elements in Afghanistan in 2011. 
You watch shaky helmet-cam footage 
and hear bullets whistling by. While the 
material captured is extraordinary, it's 
too often presented in prosaic reality-TV 
style: A generic suspense-film score 
makes already tense scenes—as when 
soldiers try to determine whether an 
assembly of pipes and wires is simply 
a jury-rigged source of electricity for a 
rural home or an improvised explosive 
device—feel less grave than they really 
are. It's a disservice to the Boettchers' 
remarkable reporting. Mike explains 
in voiceover that his lifelong devotion 
to filing from war zones had left him 
estranged from his family, so when his 
grown son demanded to accompany 
him to Afghanistan, he saw it is his last 
chance to rescue their relationship. 

(The two shared a 2012 Emmy award for 
their reporting.) The film climaxes with a 
nine-day effort to rout insurgent leader 
Qari Ziaur Rahman from his home in the 
Ganjgal Valley. It claims the lives of sev¬ 
eral servicemen, who are venerated with 
photographs and candid expressions of 
grief by their commanding officers. In the 
age of an all-volunteer military, the over¬ 
whelming majority of Americans don't 
even have to remember that the longest 
war in U.S. history is in its 13th year. 
Hawk or dove, that makes The Hornet's 
Nest an important film despite some 
baffling presentational choices. (R) Chris 
Klimek.

MALEFICENT Boil Maleficent down to 
one newt's nose-size piece of advice 
and you'd get this: Don't dump Angelina 
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Jolie. As seen through director Robert 
Stromberg's lens, the antlered arch¬ 
villain of Sleeping Beauty is a sympa¬ 
thetic scorned woman, equal parts Gloria 
Gaynor, Princess Diana, and Lorena 
Bobbitt, with a dash of Euripedes' Medea 
thrown in for class. The cad is an ambi¬ 
tious thief named Stefan (Sharlto Copley), 
who romances Maleficent for several 
decades until he betrays her for the 
chance to become king. And so she does 
what any wounded woman would: curse 
his baby daughterto an inescapable 
coma. Like Ozthe Great and Powerful, 
Maleficent considers itself a revisionist 
fairy tale that spins a demonized witch 
into a feminist icon. Hardly. Both movies 
hinge on the idea that being rejected 
by one dude is enough to make any girl 
nuts. At least in Wicked, the witch turned 
evil because of her politics. Still, Jolie 
carries her embittered witch with the 
dignity of Nefertiti. She rarely speaks, 
preferring to sulk and scream. The 
effects team has enhanced the actress' 
otherworldly beauty: the cheekbones jut 
out like cliffs; the green eyes glow. For 
a children's movie, Maleficent makes 
one hell of a Vogue pictorial, eschew¬ 
ing the breakneck pacing expected 
of a PG Disney flick for the art-house 
rhythms of Jean Cocteau. Yet Maleficent 
suffers from the same problem that's 
sandbagged Jolie's career: Her directors 
shoot her like a goddess, but set her in 
a world that treats her like an urchin. 
Jolie's films never hurdle that key con¬ 
tradiction—the filmmakers' joy at photo¬ 
graphing such beauty versus her need to 
prove that she's more than a pretty face.

Again and again, 22 Jump Street’s Lord and Miller turn crap ideas into movie gold

W hen Phil Lord and Chris Miller 
pitched their idea for a 21 Jump 
Street movie, a film everyone 
thought was, at best, a moronic money¬ 
maker, they had one bold proposal: “What 
if the twist is that we try to make it really 
good?” asks Lord. “That’s basically a sum¬ 
mary of our entire career.” 

Lord and Miller are the Zeitgeist’s 
duo of the moment, a writer/director 
pair who can take an existing property— 
Legos, kids’ bedtime stories, an ’80s cop 
show starring Richard Grieco—and turn 
it into a critical and commercial suc¬ 
cess. In this era of franchises, they’re a 
godsend. Studio executives love them 
for falling on grenades, the movies 
that seem destined to be bombs, such 
as Cloudy With a Chance of Meatballs, 
which had languished in development 
for three years before Sony tossed it to 
the two unknowns for their directorial 
debut. (“It wasn’t that risky because it 
was already a bird with a broken wing,” 
jokes Miller.) And audiences love them 
because the resulting flicks are shock¬ 
ingly great. 

“It’s kind of a punk rock prank,” says 
Lord with a laugh. “We’ve got a niche to 
ourselves of taking what seems like a bad 
idea and taking advantage of people’s low 
expectations. It’s a lot easier for it to be T 
was expecting this to be a giant turd and 
it wasn’t!’ instead of T thought this would

be an Oscar winner, and it’s just okay.’” 

In the self-referential recap that opens 
22 Jump Street, the follow-up to Lord 
and Miller’s miraculous 2012 hit starring 
Channing Tatum and Jonah Hill as two 
policemen sent to infiltrate a high-school 
drug ring, deputy chief Hardy (Nick 
Offerman) starts things off with a stern 
meta-rebuke. “You got lucky,” he grum¬ 
bles. “Anyone with half a brain thought it 
would fail spectacularly.” 

Now, the problem for both the fictional 
cops and their real-life creators is that we 
expect them to succeed. Four home runs 
into Lord and Miller’s joint career (21, 
Cloudy and its sequel, The Lego Movie), 
people finally assume they’ll make some¬ 
thing awesome. But the only thing more 
challenging than a comedy about a goofy 
old TV show is a comedy sequel in which 
they’ve lost the element of surprise. 

The pair brainstormed fresh concepts, 
then tossed them for being less funny 
than the original. Then they decided to 
embrace the staleness. 

“We leaned into the conundrum,” says 
Miller. Every peril of a sequel is made lit¬ 
eral: 22 Jump Street has the same plot—a 
campus narcotics deal to bust—and a vis¬ 
ibly higher budget. Their new headquar¬ 
ters, right across the street from their old 
one, has been upgraded with fancy equip¬ 
ment and, inexplicably, a shark tank. Even 
Tatum and Hill’s characters, now posing 


as college roommates, are getting bored 
of each other. Explains Miller, “When the 
sequel became a metaphor for their rela¬ 
tionship, that’s when we realized there’s 
actually a story worth telling.” 

It’s tempting to analyze the parallels 
further to wonder what the movie hints 
about in Lord and Miller’s own partner¬ 
ship. They met at Dartmouth, shared a 
bedroom in LA (“We had, like, Bert and 
Ernie beds,” admits Miller), and have 
spent their careers side by side. When 
writing separately, they confess to hear¬ 
ing each other’s voices in their heads. 
Brainstorming how Tatum and Hill would 
get weary of their enforced bond, they 
risked jokes that cut close to the bone. 

“We probably should have used it as a 
tool more to talk about our own relation¬ 
ship,” says Miller. “Well, we kind of did: 
two men who are incredibly avoidant 
about talking about their own relation¬ 
ship, but for years.” 

At least re-teaming with Tatum and 
Hill eased their challenge. In the two 
years since, Hill has scored his second 
Oscar nomination (“Maybe three times 
after this one!” Miller fake-blusters) and 
proven he can do drama. Meanwhile, 
Tatum, the wifebeater-clad pinup voted 
People’s 2012 Sexiest Man Alive, has 
proven he’s hilarious. 

“The first time, Channing was a little 
nervous. It was his first time doing 


comedy, and he was afraid he was going 
to put himself out there and fall on his 
face,” says Miller. “This time, he had 
great faith. He’s like an old-school actor; 
they can all dance and sing and perform 
and do jokes and serious stuff and cry on 
command. He’s always making everybody 
who’s holding the purse strings nervous 
that he’s going to break a leg and shut 
down production.” 

“He can’t break legs,” insists Lord. “He 
has an Adamantium skeleton—a Chan- 
nzngmantium skeleton.” 

Yet 22 Jump Street suggests the fran¬ 
chise has a fatal curse. One month before 
the first film opened, Whitney Houston 
died, forcing Sony to cut a gag at the pop 
singer’s expense. This time, there’s a 
recurring Maya Angelou one-liner and 
no time for a re-edit. If there’s a third 
film—or a 45th, as the closing credits 
warn—Lord has a new rule: “Don’t put 
any famous African-American women in 
it because you’ll be responsible.” 

For now, having rejected Ghostbusters 
3, a grenade no director has dared pick 
up, Miller’s working on something really 
scary: a wholly original script that Lord 
wants to produce. 

“It would be a nice change of pace to 
do something where people had good 
expectations going in,” says Miller. 
“Although it could be dangerous.”

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Revival of Refugee Punk 

Members of legendary Bay Area band Crucifix flash back with 1984

I t’s been 30 years since Corpus 
Christi Records released Dehu¬ 
manization by San Francisco hard¬ 
core band Crucifix. Regarded as one 
of the most influential anarchopunk 
albums of the ’80s, the 14-track LP is 
23 minutes of loud, fast, raw, straight¬ 
forward punk. 

To commemorate its anniversary, 
two of Crucifix’s original members— 
Sothira Pheng and Jimmy Crucifix- 
have formed the outfit 1984, which, 
they insist, is not a reunion band. But 
it is a tribute band featuring them 
and members of a Crucifix cover 
band performing Dehumanization in 
its entirety. So why not call the band 
Crucifix? “If we called it Crucifix,” 
Pheng explains, “it would have to be 
all the guys originally in the band.” 
People have been asking the band for 
years about a reunion. Original guitar¬ 
ist Matt Borruso and drummer Chris 
Douglas have kids and careers. (Pheng 
and Jimmy Crucifix have consistently 
played in bands.) 

Dehumanization was shaped by 
the political ideologies of Crass and 
the chaotic, brutally intense arrange¬ 
ments of Discharge, and the album 
delivers solid anarchistic lyrics; thick, 
aggressive bass lines; heavy, chainsaw¬ 
grinding guitar; and obscenely rapid 
drumming. “At first, we were Crass 
fans,” says Pheng. “Then Discharge 
came out with Decontrol in 1980. The 
combination of politics and ferocity just 
clicked for us.” 

Crucifix formed in 1980 and was 
finished by 1984. With the exception 
of Pheng on vocals and Douglas on 
drums, the lineup changed through¬ 
out their short tenure. In 1981, bassist 
Bryce Kanights and Borruso played on 
the self-titled EP released by Univer¬ 
sal Records. By 1982, Jimmy Crucifix 
was on guitar and Borruso switched 
to bass for the 7-inch single “Nineteen 
Eighty-Four” (spelled out to emphasize 
the state described in Orwell’s book 


and from which the tribute band got 
its name). Then, in 1983, Jake Smith 
played guitar on Dehumanization, the 
band’s only full-length LP; he was later 
replaced by Drew. 

“We started playing when I was 15 
and Borruso was 13 in Subsidized Mess 
and molded into the Johnny Rotten/ 
Joy Divison/Slits post-punk scene, but 
that only lasted a summer because it 
got boring,” says Pheng. 

By the summer of 1980, the band 
were coming off the Black Flag Califor¬ 
nia-punk tail. “[Black Flag] hold a spot 
in my memory as being kings,” Pheng 
says. “Then studs, spikes and GBH 
began to heavily influence us. It was so 
English, a symbol that proclaimed you 
were punk.” 

Tim Kerr of Big Boys recounts, 

“They were some of the first kids with 
the GBH liberty spikes and strong 
hairspray smell. There definitely were 
bands taking political stances during 
that time in the U.S., but Crucifix had 
the British Crass punks look, so they 
stood out from the others.” 

They weren’t initially well-received. 
Crucifix would get shit from bands 
they looked up to, including Black 
Flag, who once called them Exploited 
clones. “As kids, you don’t take that 
lightly,” Pheng says. 

“The shows back then were mainly 
kids between 15 and 22 years old in 
T-shirts, Vans and Levi’s,” says punk 
photographer Edward Colver, whose 
photo of Crucifix is featured in Hard¬ 
core California. “Crucifix looked like 
English street punks. I think that was 
their initial problem in California. 
People were like, ‘What’s up with that?’ 
’Cause people weren’t doing that at all.” 

Pheng recalls, “We were highly influ¬ 
enced by Crass and wrote them letters.” 
Holding an imaginary pen in his hand, 
the singer self-mockingly mumbles, 
“Dear Crass...” 

Crass were paying attention to more 
than just the fan mail. In 1983, John 


“They were some of the first 
kids with the GBH liberty 
spikes and strong hairspray 
smell,” says Tim Kerr.

Loder, Crass’ engineer and business 
partner in Corpus Christi Records, flew 
out to the Channel in Boston, where 
Crucifix and Flipper were playing. 

“This old guy walked in, and we were 
like, ‘That looks like John!”’ Pheng says. 

Later, the band were in the cafeteria 
watching Saturday Night Fever, and 
Borruso walked up and told the guys 
they’d been signed to Corpus Christi. 
“We were like, ‘Pretty cool,’ and that 
was it,” Pheng says. “It was all really 
nonchalant. We were at the right place 
at the right time. [Corpus Christi] had 
never signed anyone from California 
before. The selling point was probably 
me being a Cambodian refugee.” 

The label seemed to appreciate Cru¬ 
cifix’s honesty as kids. “Crass pretty 
much made us by getting us out there,” 
Pheng says. “There was no ulterior 
motive. We were really grateful.” 

More than three decades later, 
Pheng pauses to reflect on the impact 
Crucifix continue to have. “It’s the 
kids today who are appreciative and 
are keeping punk alive,” he says. 

“Punk wasn’t supposed to go on for 
30 years. It’s visceral and immediate. 
To see kids at shows now, knowing 
the record was made before they were 
even born, it’s amazing.”

Waiting on 
the Wayfarer 

We take a sneak peek into the new club inside the old 

Detroit Bar

W e’ve been anxiously awaiting 
news about the Wayfarer since 
owner Jeff Chon took over the 
shuttered Detroit Bar earlier this year. 
Last April, we noticed the new branding 
on the Costa Mesa club’s Facebook page 
and its main website. But this year, you 
may have noticed the curb-side marquee 
outside 843 W. 19th St. trumpeting the 
change-over. And last month, the club 
finally announced its first show; rap leg¬ 
ends EPMD are slated to perform on July 
17. The New York duo are just in time to 
celebrate the 25th anniversary of their 
1989 album, Unfinished Business. Follow¬ 
ing that is a performance from LA band 
Kitten on July 25. The club will start sell¬ 
ing tickets on its website on Thursday, 
June 19. 

“Places don’t need to 
completely change in order to 
be great,” Chon says. “I do think 
they need to evolve, though.” 

While we certainly dig the Wayfarer’s 
old-school approach to kicking off the 
building’s new chapter, the decision to 
keep the performance side of the venue 
tagged as “The Detroit Bar Stage” has 
some folks curious about Chon’s plans to 
proceed with his brand while still being 
tied to the old one. Considering all the 
changes he plans to make to the place, is it 
a smart move? 

“Places don’t need to completely change 
in order to be great,” says the 30-year- 
old restaurateur. “I do think they need to 
evolve, though.” Chon, who spent plenty 
of nights at the venue himself while grow- 
ingup in Costa Mesa, stood outside the 
venue as crews drilled and hammered 


away at his unfinished vision. Some of the 
half-torn posters from the last week of 
Detroit’s existence were still clinging to 
the rear door. “Detroit has been what it’s 
been for over a decade, and it’s been great, 
but it hasn’t evolved, and so that was my 
goal in thinking this place could evolve 
into staying the same thing at its founda¬ 
tion. It’s always been a cool hangout and a 
cool place for music, and that’s what we’re 
trying to keep it as.” 

During a walk-through with Chon, we 
got the chance to peak at the Wayfarer’s 
unfinished design. It seems promising. 

Give or take a little, the stage is essentially 
in the same place as it was. The ceiling has 
been elevated, which should help with the 
sound. And, Chon says, a ton of dough is 
being spent on some new sound equipment. 

An extended bar and kitchen area 
indicate new food and drink programs 
are on their way. Get ready for some high¬ 
brow cocktails and fusion dishes such as 
kimchee chorizo fried rice. Food will be 
ordered and served through a walk-up 
window, and tables can be set up or pulled 
out according to the show schedule. 

As happened when Casa took over 
Avalon Bar across the street late last year, 
there’s a movement afoot to class up this 
corner of 19th Street in ways that entre¬ 
preneurs think we want to see. While 
Chon insists draft beers and the everyday 
bar staples of the old place aren’t going 
anywhere, there will be a tasteful attempt 
by the Wayfarer to get you to stay longer. 

“Nobody’s coming to eat dinner here. 
That’s not what we’re going for,” Chon says. 
“We’re going for ‘Hey, let’s have a good 
time—but we can stay here.’ You don’t have 
to go to 10 different places. You can come 
here, listen to music, get a good drink, get 
some good food, and do it all at once.”

Why are we fascinated by resurrected musicians?

N igerian electronic funk musician 
William Onyeabor has jumped 
from obscurity to fame in the 
past year, thanks to an ALLDAYEVERY- 
DAY-produced documentary ( Fantastic 
Man, viewable at noiseyvice.com) and 
the release of his first album in nearly 
30 years, Who Is William Onyeabor?, 
by David Byrne’s label. 

Onyeabor’s story is dazzling, but it’s 
hardly unique. Lately, mysterious musi¬ 
cians whose works have been rediscov¬ 
ered after years of obscurity has nearly 
become a trope in music documentaries. 
There’s The Devil and Daniel Johnston, 
the 2005 film about the Austin-based 
brilliant-but-troubled singer/songwriter; 
Anvil! The Story of Anvil, the 2008 rocku- 
mentary about the eponymous Canadian 
metalheads; 2012’s A Band Called Death, 
which tells the story of the African- 
American Detroit punk band Death; 
and Searching for Sugar Man, the 2012 
Oscar-winning documentary about folk 
singer Sixto Rodriguez. 

Why are we so fascinated with musi¬ 
cians who fail and disappear? 

These documentaries have spawned 


highly publicized tours and album reis¬ 
sues, as well as a newfound following 
for their respective subjects. Rodriguez’s 
cross-country tour just wound down; 
Death plays the Roxy on July 3 in sup¬ 
port of three reissues by Drag City 
Records. And last month, a supergroup 
that included Byrne and members of LCD 
Soundsystem, Hot Chip and Bloc Party 
performed Onyeabor’s songs at the Greek. 
Even Anvil tours regularly and widely 
these days, despite having comedically 
failed to muster up any sort of crowd dur¬ 
ing the filming of Anvil! 

As for Johnston, he recently inspired 
a Frogger- esque iPhone app named after 
his album Hi, How Are You, and a gallery 
in Paris is currently showing his art. 

Clearly, it’s thrilling to root for the 
underdog. It’s exciting to imagine the 
backstory of that down-on-his-luck tran¬ 
sient who performs on the Venice board¬ 
walk. Maybe he’s a secret genius with 
some amazing recordings stashed in a 
storage locker somewhere. Or maybe you 
see yourself in that failed musician. How 
many among us haven’t started a band in 
high school and, say, cried because their 



recorded music was destroyed when 
MySpace was redesigned? 

Or perhaps we fetishize failed musicians 
because they represent authenticity. In 
an era in which nearly all the same bands 
appear at the same music festivals and 
award shows, all sponsored by beer compa¬ 
nies and tech brands, it’s refreshing to hear 
from a musician who operated outside of 
record labels and corporate sponsorship. 

There’s also the element of mys¬ 
tique. It’s easy to love Onyeabor because 
of what we don’t know about him. 
Reportedly a born-again Christian, he 
now refuses to talk about his music. Our 
access is limited to a half-hour documen¬ 
tary (in which Onyeabor never appears), 
so we’re forced to try to understand him 
through the music itself. 

Though Americans are constantly 
encouraged to dream big—by, say, the 


American Idol judges—many of those doing 
the encouraging have already made it. The 
Coen brothers’ movie Inside Llewyn Davis 
explores a character on the brink of fail¬ 
ure, despite obvious talent. And, indeed, 
members of Death worked as a custodian 
and a mechanic for a time, putting their 
sons through college. That is, until their 
sons rediscovered the music and decided 
to form their own tribute band. 

As for Rodriguez, the 71-year-old folk 
singer was at one point rumored to have 
killed himself. Meanwhile, the Swed¬ 
ish director of Searching for Sugar Man, 
36-year-old Malik Bendjelloul, died ear¬ 
lier this month; it looks like suicide. 

It’s a tragedy, but we can see his legacy 
in the music of Rodriguez. Without 
Bendjelloul, we probably wouldn’t even 
know it.

Book-Smart 
Boom Bap 

T here are many layers to the delicate 
cake that is the Natives' debut album, 
Last of the Natives . The Long Beach hip-hop 
group's MC Nativethoughts (a.k.a. Senay 
Kenfe) spent plenty of time constructing it. 
During late-night Blue Line rides, walks up 
Long Beach Boulevard and days hanging 
out with producer Josh Jetson while watch¬ 
ing sociologically profound movies, the rap¬ 
per/producer duo worked on the 13 tracks 
that function as a throwback manifesto on 
the current state of hip-hop. 

Though the Natives claim lineage to the 
Native Tongue Posse, the connection to acts 
such as De La Soul or A Tribe Called Quest is 
ideological at best. Last of the Natives is less 
about easy choruses and jazzed-out sam¬ 
ples than it is about expressing knowledge 
of self and representing the contemporary 
black experience by using the genre as the 
freedom music it was created to be. 

Kenfe kept the word play tight, the deliv¬ 
ery loose, and the juxtaposition of pop-cul¬ 
ture references and Jetson's mellow beach 
beats jarring. "There's 10 hidden messages 
in every song, double- and triple-entendre 
inside jokes for those who bother to study," 
Kenfe says. "[The album] is for people who 
are into self-learning and building their 
mental state up—or, at the very least, those 
who are on that path. I know we like to dumb 
it down, but I like to give people credit. I 
don't assume that everyone will catch my 
references, much less know what I'm talk¬ 
ing about, but I do know that they have the 
capability to figure it out if they choose to." 

Kenfe had first come up at the open-mic 
nights held at Shades of Afrika (back when 
it was on Third and Elm in downtown Long 
Beach) and honed his nuanced flow by 
listening to old jazz records. The Natives 
loosely formed around seven years ago 
when Kenfe met fellow Long Beach local DJ 


Garrath McDaniels; the two soon started gig¬ 
ging together everywhere from hair salons in 
Downey to random warehouses in Compton. 

Last of the Nativeswas recorded raw 
during a series of impromptu sessions, 
mostly at Jetson's house. They used a four- 
trackTascam tape deck and an old reel-to- 
reel bought at the St. Vincent De Paul thrift 
store on Pacific Coast Highway. Sample- 
free, all analog and devoid of any hint of 
retro posturing (or even a cuss word!), 
the result uses hip-hop fundamentals and 
modern-day allusions to weave a seemingly 
nonlinear narrative into spools of cohesive 
Long Beach present. Topics addressed 
include race, class, music, commerce, 
religion and the news—all things that can't 
help but be on the mind of a self-described 
"African boy" who was born half Eritrean, 
grew up in Eastside Long Beach, and found 
perspective in Black Nationalist books and 
all the ex-Black Panthers and Nation of 
Islam guys on the block. 

"I can't describe my creative process," 
says Kenfe. "More or less, it's just me with 
a pen and a pad up at 2 or 3 in the morn¬ 
ing, listening to some transcendental jazz 
joints from Kudu, vibing hard, sipping on 
some Martinet's." 

This is the first hip-hop album to come off 
the homegrown Porch Party Records, a label 
more known for its dreamy indie rock than 
rap. But with their house-party beats and a 
universal message of open-mindedness, the 
Natives are proving to be a bridge between 
the two Long Beach worlds, bringing music 
to every willing ear in a city whose develop¬ 
ing scene grows more unstoppable each day. 

"I know gangbangers and backpackers 
and stoner rappers on the same lineups 
because we're all trying to build something 
cohesive to what's going on here for us in the 
city," Kenfe says. "There's a lot of potential 
here for another DeathRow invasion to occur, 
courtesy of Long Beach.... We're one of the 
most slept on towns in that sense."

Five rules for sharing a practice space
